Official Advices From the Soudan 
Received at Cairo Sunday _ 
Mor.ing. 7 


CAIRO, Sept. 4—2 a. m.—The following 
Gispatch, dated yesterday (Saturdey), hes 
just been received from Nasri: < 


“Early this morning the Dervishes made 


a most determined astack upon the Anglo- 
Egyptian forces, but after an hour’s hard 
fighting we drove them off. 

“At 8:30 a. m a general advance was 
omered upon Omdurman and gain we 
were received With @ determined attack 
upon our right, but the Dervishes were 
once more repulsed with a heavy loss. 

“The army under fhe, personal command 
of t Khalifa, was, totally dispersed by 
noon’ At 2 o'clock this ‘afternoon our 
forces’ advanced egain and occupled Om- 
durman. The Khalifa fled during the fore- 
moon and is now being closely pursued by 
Our cavalry. 

“It is impossible now to give a complete 
list of the casualties. The British loss is 
estimated at about one hundred, the Eeyp- 
tian loss is probably two hundred. Kar] 
Neufeld was rescued unharmed.”’ 

Neufeld fell into the hands of the Mah- 
di’s followers, in the neighborhood of Don- 
gola, in the late spring or early summer 
of 1887. 


NEUFELD’S ADVENTURES. 

He was the last European male captive 
of tmportance remaining in the power of 
the Dervishes, While a prisoner at 

hartoun a BE Re bo of powder arose 
fy the Soudan, and Neufeld's knowledge 
of chemistry was browght Into requisition 
for its manufacture. \It appears that he 
collected saltpeter and (made the explosive, 
but the same narrative that gives this 
information describes Ipim as still in fet- 
ters and carrying tron; rings on bot eet. 
His next clever explol was subsequent to 
the death of the Mahdi and under the 
rule of the Khalifa, Neufeld decorated the 
tomb of the Mahdi, whose dome the Brit- 
ish gunboat had just partially demolished 
and did the work so effectually that, ac- 
cording to Father Ross{gnoll, who escaped 
from Khartoum in 18%,\ the widows of the 
prophet were ‘‘quite totched.” 

After that he becamé a mechanic and 
still, according to Father Rossignoll, ‘‘tried 
all sorts of invention@and took the great- 
est trouble to construct a machine for 
making coins.’’

“The march has been very favorable. 
Practically none have fallen out of the 
ranks or been inyalided. 

“During the two days we have driven inf 
the Dervish cavalry and small parties, af- 
ter slight resistance. From Jobe! Reyan we 
marched to Wad E! Obeid, thence to Sayal, 
and thence to Surarat, This morning we 
reached Egina, a mile and a half south of 
Kerrerl, six miles from Omdurman. 

“The mounted camel corps, with a horse 
battery, pushed forward to Khorshamba, 
whereupon the entire Dervish force issued 
from Omdurman, and were clearly visible. 
I estimated his force at at least 35,000 men. 

“They advanced at 11 o’clock a. m. as If" 
to attack us, to meet which I disposed of our 
force in a good, open position, with a clear 
field of fire. The Khalifas force had halted 
three miles southwest of our position and 
is now there, at 5 p. m. 

“Early this morning, according to or- 
ders, the gunboats advanced, towing a how- 
itzer battery and barges in support of the 
Arabs on the right bank. The howitzers 
took up a position opposite Omdurman and 
the gunboats bombarded the forts. They 
have not returned, but their fire has par- 
tially demolished the dome over the Mahfi's 
tomb,

Down on Proposed Parade. 


THERE WILL BE NO GRAND 
REVIEW IN NEW YORK. 


THE GENERAL EXPECTS HIS 
TROOPS TO BE GIVEN A 


RECEPTION. 


A CLASH MAY OCCUR 
WITH WAR DEPARTMENT.

The Conqueror of Porto Rico Is Ex- 
pected to Reach New York Tues- 
day or Wednesday With 

His Staff. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 3.—A clash 
between Gen. Miles and the War Depart 
ment may come the day he arrives from 
Porto Rico. He cabled that he would like 
to see his men receive that reception their 
deeds warranted. This meant he wanted 
thern paraded. 

If the department’s plans are carried out 
there will be no opportunity for a demon- 
stration of any kind, except the parade of 
the two New York Cavalry Troops en 
route to their armories. “The War De- 
partment Hes absolutely no knowledge 
that Gen. Miles contemplates a review of 
troops upon reaching New York,” said 
Adjt.-Gen. Corbin to-day, “and in fact 
there has been absolutely no communica- 
tlon between Gen. Miles and the départ- 
ment with reference to any plans he may 
have formulated. He has made no sug- 
gestion whatever to the effect that he in- 
tends to have a parade, and it Js not be- 
lieved at the department that he has made 
any such arrangements.” 

Gen. Corbin said orders had been sent to 
Porto Rico to return certain organizations 
to the United States These troops are now 
en route, and will land at New York when 
they will at once be sent to their respec- 
tive States. Troops A and C, New York 
Cavalry will proceed direct to their ar- 
mories, while the other organizations will 
go aboard trains at Jersey City for their 
respective State rendezvous. 

There may be method in the department's 
designs in this. It is recognized at the de- 
partment that Gen. Miles is regarded as a 
military man of exceptional capacity since 
his achievements in Cuba.and Porto Rico, 
and it is known that the department au- 
thorities would not care to see any demon- 
strations upon his arrival. 

Gen. Miles and the department are act- 
ing independently in this matter however 
and there may be a clash upon the Gen- 
eral’s arrival. At the department, however, 
every effort is made to give the impression 
that perfect harmony exists between the 
returning hero of Porto Rico and the Wash- 


ington officials.

Key West Post Was Simply Changed 
to Tampa, a Point Which Was 


Even More Dargerous to the 
Health of the Troops.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 3.—If the 
truth ever comes out {it will show that 
railroads have gouged the. Government 
during the war in a most villainous man- 
ner. It will show, too, that some of the 
vile camps have been located and main- 
tained through the machinations of rail- 
road lobbyists, who have swarmed about 
the War Department since last spring. At 
least one railroad President is a business 
partner of Secretary Alger. He is H. J. 
Duval, President of the Flogda Centra] 
and Peninsular Railroad. 

The significance of this fact becomes al- 
most stupefying, when eventae in connec- 
tion with the establishment of the Florida 
camps are taken into consideration. 

“They are all grabbers,”’ said Col. Moore, 
Acting Quartermaster-General, speaking 
about the railroads to the correspondent of 
the Post-Dispatch to-day. “Tr 
yielded an inch in ways@@#a? would have 
greatly facilitated the business of the War 
Department and relieved the immediate ne- 
cessities at the camps, unless we hdve 
forced them to do so.” 

Investigation will prove that these rail- 
road men—the Washington representatives 
of the Pennsylvania Rallroad, the Chesa- 
peake & Ohio Railroad, the Baltimore & 
Ohio Rallroad and the Long Island Rail- 
road—have had more than suggestions to 
offer regarding the location of the camps, 
by which locatton their companies have 
benefited through securing immense trans- 
portation contrects. When Key West was 
sélected as a rendezvous no one objected, 
as Havana was supposed to be the objec- 


tive point of the army. Later Gen. Miles |. 


advised delay anda urged the removal of the 
troops to a healthier camp. The railroads 
at once brought powerful influences. to 
bear to keep them there. 

To the great astonishment of most people 
and certainly of the officers and men then 
at Key West camp it was announced that 
the base of operations would be shifted to 


Tampa. 
To Tampa and its.heat the army was 


sent in cattle and immigrant cars. The 
railroads had promised to furnish first- 
class transportation. Not even cold drink- 
ing water was furnished, and all troop 
trains were made subordinate even to 
freight trains. Tampa became unhealthy 
and Fernandina wgs selected. This meant 
more money for the railroads. 

Fernandina was bad and back to Tampa 
the troops were sent. Thus it continued. 
The Plants, and Alger’s business partner, 
had the ear and conscience of the depart- 
ment and worked both to their profit. 

The camp at Miami is one of the worst 
scandals. It is in the Southern extremity 
of Florida, on the border of the everglades., 
In the winter the locality is fairly healthy: 
during the rest of the year it is highly 
malarious and unsuitable. 

“I have reason to know,” says a well- 
informed man, “‘that a representative of the 
East Coast Railway was asked—nay dc- 
manded—of Secretary Alger the establish- 
ment of a camp in order that our line may 
be benefited.”’ 

And the camp was ordered. Troops 
camped at Mobile in a fairly healthy loca 
tion were ordered to Miami. Sickness broke 
out at once. Not a man wae sent to Cuba 
from Miami! Camp, but the sickness neces- 
sitated Its abandonment.

When He Finally Came Out His Wife

KEWANEE, Ill, Sept. 3—A mystery 
which has puzzfed all Henry County for the 
last three days was cleared up to-day when 
Henry Gould crept from Ginder his front 
porch and with profane language drove cu- 
rious neighbors off his premises. Gould is 
a wealthy old man who has had great diffi- 
culty agreeing with his wife, who finally 
left home and the city, but after she had 
gone the old man sadly missed her and 
wrote letters to her, addressing them in care 
of relatives, for he could not ascertain her 
whereabouts. He finally became morose 
and sullen because of his inability to find 
her and refused to have anything to do 
with his neighbors, preferring to live alone 
in this large and handsome residence. 

Tuesday of this week it was noticed that 
Gould was not around home, and several 
people commented upon it, but not until 
Wednesday evening was it feared that 
something was wrong Several men finally 
decided to investigate, and breaking in the 
door found the house entirely deserted. 

Upon the table was found an empty bot- 
tle of laudanum anda short note signed by 
Gould, saying that he had decided to end 
his life and left his property to his wife. 
The news soon spread and a great crowd 
was on the lawn in a few minutes. 

The yard and gutbuildings were searched 
and the well and cistern were dragged, but 
no body could be found, and with each hour 
the mystery as to where the remains were 
grew. 

The wife of Gould was summoned, but 
she could not explain where the body was. 
Thursday and Friday passed and a thor- 
ough search of all parts of the city was 
made, but without results and the opinion 
‘began to prevail that he had taken a train 
and killed himself out of town. 

Curious crowds were on the lawn most of 
the time, and to the amazement of the 
bystanders, shortly after 12 o’clock to-day, 
they saw Gould crawl out from under his 
front porch, dirty and covered with per- 
spiration. With an oath, he flourished his 
cane and ordered the people out of his yard 
and then going into the house, locked the 
door. ; 

He was seen to-night by a Post-Dispatch

NEW YORK, Sept. 3.—A fierce wind and 
rainstorm swept Coney Island for two 
hours to-night. It is estimated that 100,000 
persons were on the island, driven there 
to seek relief from the swelt«ring heat.

Lightning 
had stru k the Ed son tiuminat ng plani 
and burned out its switc.boa.@; every 
building save three, which have their own 
e).ctric plants, waa plunged in darkness. 

In one pavilion 3,000 persons had soug:t 
shelter, As the lights went out fire star ej 
on the roof. There was a wild stampede, 
but policemen and firemen ch cke the 
surg nz crowd and pt out the fire with u 
small hand extinguisher. 

When the fain ceased tens of thousands 
made a rush for tne few street cars uw 
hand. Why hundreds were not killed wii: 
never be known. One baby was found in 
grass. 

It is not known: whether the voungster 
was lost or intentionaly deserted.

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Sept. 3—While 
Detective McVey does not wholly despair of 
securing the extradition of Mre. Botkin. 
it may be said that he regards it as un- 


likely now. The law is ali on the side of 
the accueed woman. 
Attorney Frank McGowan believes that 


Mrs. Botkin will not be taken to Delaware 
for trial. He bases his confidence on Sec- 
tion 27 of the Penal Code. This, he says, 
wil! be sufficient to defeat the extradition 
proceedings. 

That section reads as follows: 

Sec. 27. The following persons are Mable 
to punishment under the lawe of the State: 
Sub 1. All persons who commit. in whole 
or in part, any crime within this State. 
Sub. 2. All who commit larceny or robbery 
out of this State, and bring to or are found 
with the property stolen in this State. Sub. 
8. All who, being out of this State, cause or 
aid, advise or encourage, another person to 
commit a crime within this State, and are 
afterwards found therein. 

If extradition fails, then the Delaware 
authorities will be put to the expense of 
conducting the trial in this State, if the 
Grand-jury indicts Mrs, Botkin. 

While there are many circumstances 
which point to Mrs. Botkin’s guilt, there 
@re no facts so far brought out that will 
convict her if brought to trial. 

Here are the points against her: She ts 
the only’person so far as known, who could 
have desired the death of Mrs. Dunning. 
The poisoned candy was bought and mailed 
in San Francisco, where Mrs. Botkin lives. 

That Mrs Botkin wished to cause a sep- 
aration between Dunning and his wife is 
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‘shown by the fact that Mrs. Dunning re- 


ceived anonymous letters telling of her 
husbands attentions to @ woman in San 
Francisco, and these letters Dunning will 
swear are in the handwriting of Mrs. Bot- 
kin. 

Just before the poisoned candy was mall- 
ed to Mrs. Dunning, Mrs. Botkin received 
a letter from Dunning, who was then at 
Porto Rico, in which she was informed 
that he was coming to the United States 
and would join his wife in Delaware. 

It has not been demonstrated that the 
address on the candy box is Mrs. Bot- 
kin’s handwriting, or that the note inside 
wes written by her hand. 

These facts are strong as circumstantial 
evidence to the newspap’r reader, but they 
will not convict Mrs. Bo kin of po'soning 
Mrs. Dunning and Mrs. Deane, and so far 
as known this is the case at present 
against Mrs. Botkin. 

It is known that the candy was bought 
in this city and the handkerchief sent in 
the box was bought here al-o. The next 
step is to establish the fact that Mrs. Bot- 
kin was the purchaser. 

The hear:ng of the habeas corpus petition 
is on the calendar for the coming Tuesday, 
but the case will then be postponed unless 
Gov. Budd in the meantime shall have acted 
in the extradition matter. As the revised 
papers from Delaware are not expected to 
arrive before Monday, a continuance of the 
case in Judge Cook's court !s probable.

Ex-Gov. Johnson Says Mrs. Botkin Cannot Be Extradited, 
and So Far, There Is No Evidence of Her Guilt.

remarkable in the history of crime in 
this country because of its peculiar 
relation to the criminal laws. “I have 
yet to see any evidence of Mrs. Bot- 
kins’ guilt,”’ said Gov. Johnson. ‘The 
newspapers have worked on the pre- 
sumption that she is guilty and then 
set about trying to prove her so, but 
have not yet succeeded. Even if she 
were extraditable, which she is not, I 
would not, if Governor of California, 

5, grant papers on the evidence so far 
produced. 

“But, presuming, for the sake of ar- 
gument, that she is guilty, that suf- 
ficient evidence is at hand to show 
that she did send the poisoned candy, 
then two important points arise, ‘Is 
she a fugitive from justice’? and 
‘where was the crime committed’? 

“The law of extradition is plain on 
the subject of fugitives.’ The authori- 
ties had their origin In slave days, 
when the subject of extraditing fugi- 
tive slaves was a very active one and 
many pecullar cases arcse. ¥ 

‘The authorities all agree that to be 
subject to extradition a person must 
be a fugitive, must be running away 
from the place where the crime was 
committed. 

“Now the Delaware authorities want 
Mrs. Botkins sent from California to 
Delaware. She never was in Dela- 
ware, and consequently cannot be 
a fugitive from there. She ts in her 
customary place of abode and hae not 
fied from it, so how can she be a fugi- 
tive?’ 

Gov, Johnson then referred to the re- 
ports on the case of the State of North 
‘Carolina vs. Hall. 

In this case John Dockery and W'1- 
liam Hall were deputized to arrest 
Andrew Bryson, who lved at Beaver 
Dam Creek right beside a foot path 
that formed the dividing line between 
Tennessee and North Carolina. Hall 

‘and Dockery concealed themselves. and 
when Bryson came along they halted 
him. Shooting followed and Bryson 
was killed by Hall. 

Hall was tried in North Carolina, 
and the court discharged him on the 
theory that he was on the Tennessee 
side of the line when the killing oc- 
curred and that North Carolina had 
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Botkin-Dunning poisoning case

no jurisdiction. Gov. Johnson then got 
down his volume of Spear on Extradj- 
tion. In this there is quite a disserta- 
tion on the particular point. The ques- 
tion asked is can a man be extradicted 
if he sends poison by mall to another. 
State, if he sends an infernal machine, 
of if he shoots from one side of the 
Ohio River at a person on the other 
side in another State. 

The argument of Spear is all to the 
effect that he cannot be extradited. 
The law presumes, first, that the State 
seeking the extradition must have ju- 
risdiction at the time of the commis- 
sion of the offense. At no time can the 
offender be said to be within the juris- 
diction of the State to whidh the mur 
derous agency was sent and so cannot 
be said to be a fugitive from that 
State. Gov. Johnson in speaking of 
the second point, said: “Where the 
crime is committed is not settled in 
the authorities. Does it exist at its in- 
ception and at the point of inception 
or at the place of its accomplishment. 
Some authorities hold that a murder— 
the shooting of a man, say—is a mur- 
der when the shot is fired, although 
the victim does not die for some time 
fter. In this Botk!n case it is hard 
to say just where and when the crime 
was committed. Was it committed 
when the candy was mailed or when 
it was received? If committed when 
the box was mailed it leaves open the 
proposition that it would not have 
been a crime had the candy not been 
received. The question is a very com- 
plex one, but under no circumstances 
do I see ‘how the State of Delaware 
can get jurisdiction in the case. Mrs. 
Botkin {s not extraditable because ehe 
is not a fugitive from Delaware, and 
is entitled to the protection of her 
Own State and a trial by jury of her 
peers in her own place of domicile. 

“The old English authorities used 
to advise in cases where a man in- 
jured in one country died in another, 
that the body be curried back to the 
country where the injury was inflicted 
80 as to have a complete case in one 
jurisdiction.”’

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MRS. BOTKIN IS NOT A FUGITIVE. 


Judge James E. Withrow of the 
Cirucit Court, when asked his opinion 


on the Botkin case, said: 

“T have not studied the case care- 
fully, but I can refer ‘you to a good au- 
thority on interstate extradition that 
covers the point at issue very fully. 

Judge Withrow then sent to the lib- 
rary for John G. Howley’s book on 
interstate extradition and indicated a 
section from which the following ex- 
tracts were made. 

The person whose extradition is 
sought must be a fugitive from jus- 
tice. In the language of the Constitu- 
tion, he must ‘‘flee from justice and 
be found in another State.’’ 

‘It follows that the person whose 
extradition is sought must have com- 


mitted the crime in the demanding 
State."’ 

He must have been personally pres- 
ent in it when he committed the 
crime and afterwards ‘have fled to,’’ 
or ‘“‘be found tn another State.’’ 

This point is important because a 
man may commit any crime ina State 
without being personally present in it 

—a man in New York might commit 
murder in Pennsylvania by sending 
poison either by an innocent or guilty 
agent. He might while in New York 
be guilty es principal or accessory be- 
fore the fact of almost any offense in 
the criminal calendar in Pennsylvania, 
Yet so long as he had not done any- 
thing personally in Pennsylvania in 
furtherance of the crime he could not 
be extradited to that State for trial."’

After mass he break- 
fasts on coffee and goat’s milk, milk sup- 
plied by goats kept in the Vatican garden. 
At 10 he takes a cup of broth. At 2 he 
dines, eating most abstemlously. 

He enjoys walking*about directing the 
work and improvements In the gardens; he 
likes talking to Vespignanli, the architect 
of the Holy Apostolic Palaces, going over 
the plans of the works he has ordered. 
He also takes pleasure in talking about 
flowers and plants with the director of the 
gardens. In the evening he attends the rec- 
ittation of the rosary, and then retires to 
his room, where he studies reads or writes 
verses, and about 10 he takes a slight sup- 
per. 


DIRECTS THI FINANCES. 


The finances of the Vatican are under 
the direct and very thrifty control of the 
Pope himself.

Such, tn brief, is the process through 
which, in its early stages, the name of 
Bishop Neumann is now passing. If it 
shall reach the canonization, as it prabably 
will, he will be the second saint that haa 
been created in the Church of the United 
States. At present the only American that 
has received the honor of canonization is 
St. Rose of Lima, who died in Peru in the 
year 1617. 

Those who remember Neumann as a pre-

Johan Neumenn was born in the ancient 
city of Prackatitz, in the southwestern part 
of Bohemia, Austria, on the morning of 
Good Friday, Mareh 28 1811, and on the 
same day his soul wae regenerated to the 
life of grace and the Church of the Apostle 
of St. James Major, 

In November, 1818, at the age of 7, John 
began to atte nd the city school, where for 
the next six years he was always the same 
gentle, pious, diligent lad, holding among 
his sehool-t fellows the highest rank in class, 
During his first year in school he meade h’s 
first confession, and in his ninth year, as an 
exceptional favor, he was permitted to re- 
ceive the sacrament of confirmation. 


PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 
bishop Ryan made the 
Statement concerning the 
zation of Bishop Neumann: 

“An incident*which will prove how 
holy and sanctified was Bishop Neu- 
mann is the fact that a diary was 
found on his clothes after he died, 
which he probably intended to 
stroy. In this he faithfully record- 
ed daily his thoughts and feelings. 
but his sudden death precluded his 
being able to destroy the book. The 
diary showed that he was a holy 
man, and a record of his deeds 
proves how good he was. 

“We heid in Philadelphia two pre- 
liminary courts on Bishop Neumann, 
which were necessery before any of- 
ficial steps could be taken at Rome 
toward the process of canonization 
I presided at one of these, ahd had 
the full-reports of the other handed 
over to me. It was hard to thor- 
oughly judge on all the evidence giv- 
en, but we have done our best and 
left no effort unturned to verify or 
disprove the claims. 

“In the high church they say it 
takes a miracle to prove a miracle, 
showing how hard it ts to prove any- 
thing of the kind and how perfect 
must be the evidence before anybody 
ean be canonized. It would take a 
month to describe the process of 
canonization, which is thorough and 
intricate and lasts for years. When 
the Holy See arrives at a decision 
it can be accepted as final; and !t Is 
as near the truth as it !s possible to 
arrive with human testimony. We 
have had hundreds of instances 
where peqple have brought us proofs 
of what they considered were mira- 
cles on the part of Bishop Neu- 
mann. The Holy Church carefully 
and thoroughly sifts all these cases, 
and a number are thrown out. 

“The Rev. Joseph Wissel has gone 
to Rome with our official document, 
as far as we have gone into the in- 
vestigation, and he will lay them be- 
fore the proper authorities, and 
should they be approved, Bishop 
Neumann will be declared blessed. 

“T think that the eventual decis- 
fon will be in favor of canonizing 
See cdc eaaek in aad Neumann.’

For the next nine years John a 
exhibited a craving for learning, and such 
good use did he make of his time that in 
1833, when he was 22 years oid, he Was 
eligible to enter the seminary at Prague, 
where he spent two years in the study of 
theology. On Feb. 8, 1836, John Neumann 
departed from home ard made his way by 
easy stages to Paris, arriving there about 
the middle of Lent, where he stayed a 
short time. 

On April 20 the pious wanderer embarked 
from Havre on the Europa and éailed for 
the New World. On the eve of Trinity 
Sunday, with a light fog partly obscuring 
the horizon, Neumann caught his first 


glimpse of America 
same year, in St. Pat- 


On June 19, the 

rick’s Cathedral, Neumann rece'ved from 
the hands of Bishop Dubo'‘se the first of the 
holy orders, that of sub-Deacon., Five days 
later, at the Feast of St. John the Bap- 
tist, he received deacon’s orders, and the 
next day, June 25. he was raised to the 
dignity of priesthood. 

On March 19, 1852, Father Neumann cele- 
brated the feast of the glorious patriarch, 
St. Joseph, in Baltimore. About dusk he 
returned to his little cell. 

As he stepped towards a small table at 
which he was accustomed to read and write 
his glance discovered something on it, 
sparkling and glistening in the dim evening 
light. He drew near and found lving there 
an Episcopal ring and pectoral. cross. Per- 
plexed and not daring to. collect his 
thoughts, he hurried to the Brother Porter 
to know who had entered his room during 
his absence. 

‘Reverend Father,” said the -brother. 
‘The Archbishop was here and went to 
your room to make his usual.confessio’,”’ 
This was enough for Father Neuman. 
He understood oniy too well the meaning 
of the Episcépal insignia laid upon his 
table, 

Next morning the Archbishop presented 
Father Neumann the bulls of his appoint- 
ment, together with a formal command of 
the Holy Father enjoining his acceptance 
of the See of Philadgiphia.

Friday there came to town a new and 
commanding figure in Missouri Republican 
politics. 

He is Thomas J. Akins, \Successor to 
Chauneey I. Filley as Chairman of the Re- 
publican State Committee,. and the man 
who is expected by nif@ollowers to weld the 
factions of Republicanism into one victo- 
rious whole. 

Mr. Akins is a modest man and doesn’t 
claim he can perform this herculean task, 
but says he will do his best. 

The personality of this man is interest- 
ing 40 every Republican in Missouri, and 
it is probable that the Democrats will be 
not a little interested in him as the man 
who will direct the fight against them this 
full. 

It is interesting because his accession to 
the State chairmanship is said by Re- 
publicans to mark the beginning of a new 
era in Republican politics in Missourt. 

He is the exponent of a new deal. _He is 
expected to more than fill Mr. Filley’s 
shoes. In fact. it is doubtful if he wiil not 
throw away the old goloshes and agtart 
with a new pair. 

His personality is pecullarly interesting 
becatise before the late Republican conven- 
tion Thomas J. Akins was not a State fig- 
ure. He was only a banker in Humansville, 
who dabbled in politics. 

The great southern section of the State 
rose up in revolt against both the bosses 
and swept him into leadership, and both 
Filley and Kerens are expected to retire to 
a back pew in the congregation. ; 

When the Post-Dispatch reporter first 
met the new chairman he: was standing at 
the desk of the Lindell Hotel. The re- 
vorter had asked for Mr. Akins,: not notic- 
ine the man standing near. At the men- 
tion of the name the stranger. turned, 
pushed out his hand and sald: 

“That's my name, sir. What ean I do 
for you?’ 

Mr. Akins is elightiy above the medium 
height and well built. The top of his well- 
shaped head would be bald but for a wisp 
of brown hair that is brushed over it from 
the side. A flowing dark brown mustache 
sweeps from his lip. If partially conceals a 
mouth that Mr. Akins should leave ex- 
posed. The chin is firm enough, with a 
wideness that indicates plenty of the bull- 

uatity. The. face ‘s an’ oval, accen- 
by the high forehead and bald pate, 
there is an expression of repogeful 
ntlenesa that one is surprised to find in

he genera] air about: Mr. Akins is that 
of rusticity. here is nothing of the 
dandy about him. His clothes, his linen, 
his necktie and shoes all bespeak the man 
of country breeding. Still there is no sug- 
gestion that Mr. Akins wishes to make 
capital out of ‘a countrified appearance. 
He dvesn’t wear a broad-brimmed slouch 
hat. His country friends won't know him 
& week hence, for he went to a tallor the 
first thing after he reached St. Louis and 
will doubtless blossom forth in a quiet 
well-fitting business sult. But still there 
wit! Paper about him that quality few men 
from the pountry can rid themselves of 
even after years of residence in a city.

“Il can’t say there are, except that our 
boys are sent away to colleges in the State, 
and when they come home, if they show 
ability, they are pushed forward. @ur sec- 
tion is an exception to the truth of the bib- 
lical sayirig that prophets are not’ without 
honor save in their own country. We try to 
make ag much as possible of our young 
men.,’”’ 

“Were you educated at a college?’ 

“No, I got only a public school éduca- 
tion, I was born in Cedar County, but ata 
very early age we moved across the line to 
Polk County. Almost before I was of age 
I began to be interested in political cam- 
paigns, They were my meat and bread.”’ 

‘Did you ever hold a political office?’ 

“No, no,” with emphasis. ‘I never cared 
anything about holding office. Hold on a 
minute, though, I remember now that 
once when I was ‘East I.was nominated 
and elected Mayor of my town almost 
unanimously. That wasn't a political office, 
however, since al] parties joined in my elec- 
tion. On¢e I was nominated for County 
Clerk without my Knowledge or consent, 
I was many times offered the chance to go 
to the Legislature as a Representative, but 
always declined. 1 was offered the nomina- 
tion for United States Senator and declined 
it, and four years ago at our Congressional 
Convention I was offered the nomination, 
I declined and moved to nominate another 
man by acclamation.” 

“What has been your rule of conduct as 
a Republican politician, Mr. kin?’’ 

“Twelve years ago I discarded section- 
alism entirely. I don’t believe that cry ever 
did any good.

QUIET FOR THE 


PRESENT AT ANA. 
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Both Operators and Strikers 
Still Remain Firm. 


THOUSANDS OF MEN MAY

PANA, IIL, Sept. 3.—This week of tur- 
bulence in str‘ke circles is closing quietly, 
and to-night there is no excitement in the 
town. 

The miners, however, are firm, and it {s 
calmly, though positively, given out that 
the end is not yet. 

The operators are likewise firm. 

“The niggers must go.”’ 

This declaration was made this after- 
noon to thy, Post-Dispatch correspondent by 
Mossie W*¥3St, a strike leader. 

“It may be several days or even weeks 
before we get them out,” said West, “but 
eventually they must go. Pana is our home 
and we don’t propose to be driven out of 
here for lack of employment just because 
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compulsion and for this reason the aged 
minister is not altogether popular with 
® Wen. 

It has been clearly established, howeve-, 
that the assault was committed ty non- 
resident miners who were not aware of ite 
identity of the preacher. 

He called the miners his boys. and wa 
confident that he could restore order wh 
the Overholts were kidnapyjed, though hs 
alculation failed. The y. Ms. Miers 
is unmarried. He has two of the best 
doctors in Pana attending him and th-«y 
furnish medicine and otner necessit 
The old-tain sier has a classical education. 
Of his life prior to locat:ng in Pana he has 
always been reticent. 

Shortly after noon to-day, a wild rumor 
gained eirculation to the effect that the 
Overholts had sold their mine. The Post- 


| 


Dispatch correspondent asked Pre:s'dent 
Overholt about it and was told that there 
was no foundation whatever for the re- 
port. 

The Pana hotel] is headquarters for the 
mine operators, but the barons are not 
staying there very much these days. They 
say they feel safer to eat and sleep at the 
mines. A messenger carries meals to the 
operators. 

That the operators expect fresh trouble 
soon !s shown by the fact that they have 
a force of men at work building fortifica- 
tions. This work was begun this morning. 

The Pana miners are good citizens and 
are inciined, as a rule, to be thrifty. Many 
of them own their homes. The Pana miner 
has every evidence of being a “‘stayer.”’ 

It appears to be certain’ that addit‘onal 


negroes are to be brought to Pana from the ' 


South. The miners are expecting them, al- 
though the operators do not admit that 
they are planning for reinforcements. The 
strikers and many citizens who are not in- 
volved tn the strike are pronounced in their 
eriticism of Sheriff Coburn. They cia.m 
that-he is over zealous in the cause of the 
onerators. 

Deputy Sheriffs broke the monotony last 
night by firing a few shots at some men 
who ventured pear the danger line. The 
shots did not thke effect and the men who 
were targets went their way as if nothing 
had happened. 

Pursuant to a call issued by Mayor War- 
ren Penwell, the City Council met in special 
session this afternoon at 4 o'clock to ap- 
point 30 extra policemen to guard the 
homes of the mine operators and their 
deputies. The session was held openly and 
was stormy and exciting from start to fin- 
ish. Mayor Penwell was the only member 
for the appointments, all other members 
being bitterly opposed to the expense of 
such apyointments, and Mayor Penwell re- 
ceived an unmeyYciful setting down. 

The miners attended the meeting, and 
amid the excitement arose in a body and 
tendered their services free to the city of 
Pana if necessary, to guard and protect 
any property or persons who might be i 
danger. Alderman John Downs ‘at 
point moved to adjourn, and was sec 
by Alderman George Cravens, who is local 
president of the Miners’ Union, and the 
Counc]l was then summarily adjourned, 
without accomplishing the object of the 
call.

NEW YORK, Sept. 3.—A cablegram to the 
Evening Post from London says that Queen 
Victoria is directly responsible for’ the 
peace proposition just issued by the Czar. 


At the same time it gives what purports 
to be the true reason for the sudden de- 

arture of the Princess of Wales from 

owes a'few weeks ago. She, it says, Was 
. the Queen’s messenger. The correspondent 
asserts that his information comes from 
one who lias direct personal knowledge of 
the facts. 

The story is prefaced by a reference to 
the frequent rebuffs suffered by Salisbury 
at Russia's hands, followed by his demand 
of Queen Victoria that she gave him a 
free hand to deal with Russia or accept his 
resignation. The Queen is said to have 
remonstrated and reiterated her wish‘ that 
no war with her’ grandchildren should 
bring sorrow during the few years she 
has to live. 

The story, as told in the cablegram, is 
here taken up and continued as tollows: 

“What,” she asked, ‘‘can I do?’ Lord 
Balisbury replied: 

“One thing your majesty could certainly 
do; bring her immense personal influence to 
bear in the cause of peace.’ ’ 

The end of the interview was that the 
rang, ape Dowager, mother of the Czar, wife 
of the most peace-loving of all the Roman- 
offs, namely Alexander IIT, was chosen as 
the medium of the Queen’s pervonal appeal 
and the sister of the Empress Dowager, 
the Princess of Wales, who has always 
been on terme of the closest affection, was 
@t the audience with the Queen at Os- 
borne on Aug. and was intrusted with 
the personal conduct of the autograph let- 
ter from the Queen to the Empress Dow- 
ager and through her to the Czar. The of- 
ficial intimation was put out here that the 
Princess’ hurried departure was due to the 
critical illness of her mother, the Queen of 
Denmark. ‘ 

“The Czar received the Queen's letter 
with enthusiasm, following the traditional] 
Romanoff craving for peace. He had mude 
two previous attempts to induce Count 
Muravieff to assent to a general appeal to 
the powers in the cause of peace, but sv 
long as Count Mouravieff knew that Ing- 
land would not go to war, he put the Czar 
off. Directly, however, that he learned the 
character .of Queen Victoria's letter, he 
knew _that the anti-British game was up. 
The British Ministry's hands at last freed 
they would insist, if necessary, at-the point 
of the sword. upon their demands in China, 
whiie Russia was quite unprepared to fight. 

“Meanwhile M. DeWitte, the Cyzar’s fi- 
nance minister, had long urged upon the 
Czar, in opposition fo Count Muravieff, Rus- 
sia’s imperative-need of five years’ peace to 
surmount the famine trouble, and to secure 
@ gold currency. What better means was 
there for Count Muravieff to escape from 
an impossible position, and for M. DeWitte 
toe carry out his financial plans. at home,

At 8 o'clock 
to-morrow evening he will r.ddress a yrand 
raliy of Southern Methodists at Centenary 
Church. At 8 o'clock Tuesday evening. he 
will address a meeting of the senior and 
junior Epworth Leagues and Young Peo- 
ple’s Missionary societies at Centenary 
Cnureh, F 

This distinguished gentleman reached St. 
Louls yesterday morning and spent the 
day in quiet rest at_the home of Dr. J. L. 
Boogher, 4417 West Pine street. The story 
of his life is interesting. He was born 
Jan. 3, 1836, in Bush County, Ga., and is 
now a man with deeply silvered hair and 
flowing white beard. He is large and port- 
ly, with strong, kindly features and the 
heavily modulated voice of a Stentor He 
‘'s a pleasing and fluent talker, a man of 
vast and thorough information, and his lec- 
tures in St. Louis during che next few days 
atl be keenly enjoved. : 
"Dr. Allen was sent to Ghina in 1858 by 
Bishop Pearce, of the Georgia Conference, 
and through the eiapsing forty years he has 
been at the head of Methodist missions in 
the empire and a man of. prominence in 
China. His labors there have not been 
without honor by elther the church which 
he represented or the people among whom 
he dwelt. Early in the '80s he was chosen 
president of the Anglo-Chinese college at 
Shanghai, and in 1895 his conference placed 
him in charge of the literary work of the 
denomination in the East. 

When the C'vil War broke out In the 
Tnited States and his Conference could no 
longer furnish him with funds with which 
to carry on his work in China he was 
given an appointment in the educational 
department of the Chinese Government, and 
in the seventeen years of his identification 


China. The appointment did not confer the 
political power of the governmental man- 
darins, but it was of no less distinction, 
carrying as it did, the robes and insienia 
and stamping the recipient as a foreigner 
who, by h!s usefulness to the Chinese Gov- 
ernment, had won by merit the favor of 
the throne.

She has realized that to qualify with the 
great nations of the ‘earth she must quit her 
heathenism. 

“I do not consider the partition of China 
either desirab.e or likely. Neither do I be- 
lieve that it has progressed as far as many 
pecple suppo e. The ratiuns interested have 
not gone further than to ind.cate_ their 
spheres. The whole matter hinges upon the 
movements of Russia. Russia, it must be 
understood, has always suffered through be- 
ing cooped up in the North and being with- 
out outlets and terminals. Now she is 
building the great Siberian railway. A ter- 
minus for the road was necessary in some 
eastern territory other than that of Russ.a, 
for the Czar has no ports in the East which 
are not frozen in winter. She first sought 
the terminus she needed in Corea. 

“The war between China and Japan, so 
the Russians thought. gave them an oppor- 
tunity. But when the contending nations 
made their treaty of peace the Chinese 
ceded the Lido Tung peninsula, coveted by 
Russia, to Japan. Russia objected to this 
cession. The Czar secured the co-operation 
of. Germany and France in the objection, 
and Japan rettirned the peninsula to China. 

“This, of course, was an act of kindness 
— the part of Russia, Germany and 

rance to China, and when the peninsula 
was returned each of these na.ions went 
before the Emperor and demanded ces- 
sions for what they had done. Russie se- 
cured right -of way for her ra.lway 
through Manchuria to Viadivostock. This 
did not entirely meet the reed of the 
Russians, for the port of Vladivostock is 
frozen. But it was an advance. After- 
ward Ch.na granted Russia further con- 
cessions in the peninsula, giving terminals 
upon the Yelow Sa. It is this lat+s ces- 
sion that has done so much to disturb- 
relations in the East. ' 

“The price of Ge many was the posses- 
sion of a position in Chen Toun province. 
at the port of Kiao-Chow. France s cured 
some rectification of the frontier on the 
south. 

‘‘England protested against these cessions 
with exclusive rights. The Chinese gave 
Russia, Germany and ‘France exclusive 
privileges in the territory ceded to the ex- 
clusion of the commerce of all other na- 
tions. England demanded integrity of the 
empire and the open door. She demanded 
her treaty rights involved in the favorite 
nation clause—an equivalent of every ces- 
sion made to any other nation. 

“The present aspect in China Is much as 
it was in Africa in 1884, when the nations 
of parce got out a map of the continent 
and said: ‘I will take that.’ This is just 
what has been done in China. The various 
nations have outlined their spheres. The 


Russians, upon the north, say they will | 


take the three provinces of Manchuria and 
the metropolitan province of Chine, in 
which is the city of Pekin. Going south, 


the Germans, now settled in the Chen Tung | 


province, would claim that and the three 
contiguous provinces of Shen Si, Shan Si 
and Honan. Still guing south England 
would take the whole Yang tse Valley and 
its tributaries, a territory of 580,000 square 
miles and of ten provinces each the size 
of the State of Georgia. This is the great 
central end the richest and most populous 
part of China. Still. south of this Japan 


would claim the province of Fukein, on the, 


mainkind opposite the recently ceded island 
of Formosa. and the four provinces south 
would be claimed by Frence. A _ partition 
upon these Hines would exhaust the great 
Empire of China. 

“These two little wars, first the war be- 
tween China and Japan, and then the war 
between the United States and Spain, were 
counterparts. One was the complement of 
the other, and in their results there are to 
be developments in which the United States 
and China will be mutually concerned. The 
war with Japan made China willing to 
shake off her heathenism and endeavor to 
become a great nation.

A greater 
thing is in store for America than this. 
This thing, it seems to me, is indicated in 
these results of the wars in the East and 
the West. 

“A new era of development, in which 
An.erica is called largely to participate, is 
soon to ‘take place. It will find realization 
when the Nicaragua Canal is cut through 
the isthmus, ultimately making America a 
world-power working in harmony with 
England and in obedience to the two great 
aggressive principles of our Western 
Christian civilization, commerce and mis- 
sions, and dominating the world tin the in- 
terest cf universal man. If America will 
accept her position, as China has accepted 
hers, the future will be fraught with pro- 
digious ;rogress and development. 

“Of the political situation in China to- 
day I would say that the hope of the nation 
lies in the Liberal party upholding the 
Government. They are striving in the right 
way, and if left alone, will make of China 
the great nation she ought to be. The 
Confuciunists are active, but Confuciunism 
is dead in China. It preaches the exciusion 
of aliens. and China cannot live without 
aliens. It is this that the Liberals discov- 
ered in the war with Japan, and they are 
hastening now to open the doors of China 
and let in the civilization of the world. 
The Revolutionists, who are a numerous 
and active party in China, cannot hope to 
succeed in their efforts to overthrow the 


Government, for the Emperor has the sup- 
port of England, Russia, France and Ger- 


‘many in his efforts to put down rebellion 


among his own people, and he will not lose 
his crown unless the great nations clash 
over Chinese spoils and China is dismem- 
hered in the great’ catyclasm which would 
surely follow, and which I do not consider a 
probability.”

The management of Shaw's Garden ai- 
ways tries to have some new and timely 
feature, and to-day they feel confident that 
they have several exhibits that will prove 
of more than passing intrest. 

Between the Linean House and the Cycad 
House in the northern end of the garden 
is a group of eucalyptus trees. They were 
only planted last spring and are new (to 
St. Louis. The plant is a native of Australia 
and ie said to be the greatest malaria de- 
stroyen extant. Just now when so giany of 
the soldier boys are sickening ond dying 
from fever ‘n far off lands, the encaiyptus 
plant is of especial interest to Americans 

Last spring when the coliection was pare 
now covers a space probably # feet square. 
The stems of the plants were no iarger 
than a lead pencil, on¢ the tallest stood 
about two feet. The foliage was thin and 
straggly. Now the tallest of the plants 
stands fully 16 feet high and the trunk 
is as large aS a man's wrist. The 40-foot 
space is completely covered, and it is @ 
solid bank of beautiful dark green and sil- 
ver gray foliage. The odor from the leaves 
is pungent, but not unpleasant. 

Mr. McMillan, who is in charge of the 
arden during the absence of Head Gar- 
ener Young, is much interested in the 
eucalyptus group. 

“The plant is not hardy here,’ he sa‘d, 
“or the malaria problem would be solved. 
It's home ie in Australia,, But it thrives 
in all warm climates. Wherever it is grown 
largely malaria is not known. Its most not- 
able victory was in the Roman Campagna. 
There was a strip of land about forty miles 
in diameter that was unu:ually fertile. Cat- 
tle could graze on it and all kimds of vegeta- 
tion thrived. But the country was so full 
of malaria as to render it practically un- 
inhabitable. The good priests heard of the 
wonderful properties possessed by the eu- 
ca.yptus tree and they planted it. Now 
malaria is unknown there. 

“Uncle Sam’s newly acquired territory 
in the West Indies can be rendered proof 
— fever by planting foresta of euca- 

yptus,” 

Just east of the eucalyptus is a Hawalian 
Plant. It is commonly called the “ele- 
phant ear.” This plant is the malneiny of 
native Hawaiians. The big leaves and fibre 
in the stalks furnish the base for what 
wearing appare! the natives need, while the 
roots of the plant furnish them with food. 
The roots are dried and then ground. A 
ficur is made from the dried roote that 
makes a good quality of bread. Taro, the 
national dish of Hawali is a porridge made 
from the flour. : 

Immediately north of the eucalyptus dis- 
play is a summer house hidden by a lux- 
uriant growth of white clematis. This par- 
ticular species of clematis is not genétally 
appreciated. It is beautiful and is more 
easily grown than any other variety. The 
plant is hardy and becomes more beautiful 
year after year. It will grow from a slip 
and it thrives in any kind of soll. Mr. 
McMillan recommends it ‘for porches, either 
front or back. or any other place where 
vines are needed. 

The season has been espectaily favorable 

to the aquatic plants. n front of the 
main entrance to the Linean House the Vic- 
toria Regia, or Amazon Lily, can be seen 
in all its glory. The broad leaves spread 
out over the water and 10 of them complete- 
ly fill the large basin. : 
The Victoria Regia ts a night bloomer 
and at dusk last night the big bloom 
opened. It is 13 inches in diameter ard re- 
sembles the magnolia blossom, only It is 
very much larger. It is exceedingly fra- 
grant and the perfume can be detected a 
hundred yards away. Though the bloom is 
not so heautiful now as it wag last night, it 
is well worth seeing. The life of the bloom 
is. two cays. The leaves are over 6 fect 
in diame'sr and are strong enough to bear 
up a weight of # pounds,

WALLER’S WONDERFUL RIDE 


He Went 494 Miles to Pace in Twenty- 
Four Hours. 
BALTIMORE, Sept. 3.—Frank Waller, the 
champion long distance bicycle rider, com- 
monly known as “The Flying Dutchman,” 


defeated Henry Smith, champion of Mary- 
land, to-day in a 24-hour paced bicycle race 
at the Coliseum, tn which he conceded 21 
miles to the local man. At the finish to- 
night, Waller reeled off 494 2-3 miles, thus 
beating the American record of 486 miles 
held by Ginn. The S0-mile record went in 
1 hour and 50 minutes, 17 seconds better than 
the previous one made by Waller himself. 
Then the two-hour record went over. Mil- 
ler, the six-day champion, held this record 
at 51 miles, 1,670 yards. Waller's record was 
55 1-6 miles. 

All American records for five miles up 
were beaten. Waller kept on making rec- 
ords, establishing a new one for eix hours 
behind human pace. 

Cordang holds the mark with 165 miles, 
1300 yards behind motor cycle pace. Waller's 
distance was 1161-6 miles. three and five- 
sixths behind the Cordang performance. 
Waller rode 175 miles in $n. 29m. 16 2-65s, 
After this the sun came out 60 hot that 
human nature could not stand the strain, 
and the pace dropped off during the bal- 
ance of the day.

Leaders tn cycling and cycling writers AN 
bemoaning the fact that racing ts at « low 
ebb, and- that the public will not atiend 
meets and pay as high rates for seats as 
they formerly did, and these are seeking 
to discover the cause and are looking for 
a remedy. The war has been held largely 
responsible and the optimists think that 
when the soldier boys return home all will 
be well again. 


Of course the war has affected the sport, 
but not to the extent that these writers 
would have it. The great majority of those 


who attend meets are not those who 
gone to the front and when the — 
over the country ave showing us that but 
the tmailes: number o* branches of busl- 
ness have felt any effect all, we cannot 
charge up the decline to @.c Spaniards. 


But the larger number of men who | 
discussing the quest.on do not seem te bs 
. eking any cause. they are casting about 
- - remedy w.thout .getting at the root 
- the evil. They dispute the fact that so- 
clety is not as much interested in the 
wheel as forme:ly and ev.n when they are 
forced to acknowledge this ey rep.y that 
the wheel can get along without society.

Three kinds of medicine have been pre- 
scribed—Sunday racing, paid riders by the 
manufacturers and betting and pool-selling. 
Sunday racing is not a complete remedy, 
That would only pay in certain sections of 
the country, and surely in the East it would 
be a detriment instead of an aid. Yet, take 
it all in all, I cannot see that racing on 
Sunday would help racing much even in 
the est. Of course there would be a 
great many more people at meets, but would 
not the class of attendants be less desira- 
ble than a smaller crowd of a different 
kind at the week-day meet? 


- I am tn favor of letting each section de- 
cide whether they should have Sunday rac- 
ing or not, and yet I well remember that at 
the last National Assembly, when it was 
thought that Sunday racing would be per- 
mitted, even the most ardent advocates 
of the measure trembled at the result, and 
I know that most of them breathed a sigh 
of relief when it was killed for od and 
all, I feel sure that if Sunday racing were 
adopted in St. Louis we would sAcrifice the 
standing of the sport to an increased at- 
tendance. would much rather see @ 
small number.of respectable people in the 
grandstand at a Saturday meet than an 
overflowing stand filled with a noisy and 
boisterous mob. 


Will the manufacturers ever return to the 
method in vogue in class B days? I think 
not. 
cling writer cast his eye over the expen 
account of a concern which kept a team 
on the circuit and get an idea of the 
amount of money it takes to boom a wheel 
in this way, and he will give up all thought 
of such a thing. When the manufacturers 
paid the expenses of the racing men tires 
and things were different. eeling was 
younger and profits were larger. dver- 
tising was done on an extensive scale, and 
the racing team was the chief method.

As for pool-selling and betting. Faugh! 
It sickens me to hear even of the sug- 
gestion. To see the great sport of cyc 
racing degenerate into a gambling game 
would disgust any one with a bicycle. In- 
stead of the enthusiasm of seeing a hot 
finiah between fast men and of hearing t 
great cry of satisfaction when a favor! 
wins, to see the “tout” and the gamb! 
hurrying from the etand to the bet 
ring to cash their tickets or to —— a 
“swell bet’ on the next race, would make 
a true lover of tne sport shun the track 
as a pesthouse and !t would result tn turn- 
ing over cycle racing to the class which fs 
looked down upon by everybody, gam 
n surprised to hear that 
Mr. Sheridan of the Racing Board advocat- 
ed such views.

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YANKEE GUNS FOR 
THE WHOLE WORLD. 


O nation in the world could go to 
N War without Yankee guns. This is 
a fact not generally known. 

The revolving pistol, though invented sev- 
era) hundred years ago, as shown by exam- 
pies still preserved in the tower of London, 
the arsenal at Venice and several] less noted 
collections, was first made practical by 
Colt. 

In machine guns the Americans have led 
the world, though our Government was 

uower than those of Europe in recogniz- 
fng their effectiveness and adopting them. 

The last named arm first became known 
to people not directly interested in weapons 
of warfare during the Franco-German war, 
when the correspondents sent to their pa- 
pers descriptions of the ‘terrible mitrail- 
leuse”’ employed by the French “to mow 
down whole ranks” of their antagonists. On 
this account there is a general impression 
that the mitraiileuse was the first machine 
gun. This, however, is an error, as a dec- 
ade before Emperor and Kaiser decided ito 
Settle their differences in the field Dr, Rob- 
ert Gatling of Indiank had invented the arm 
that bears his name. 

The Gatling gun was brought to the at- 
tention of the Federal Government in 1861, 
but the eminent military authorities who 
Were urged to adopt it for the Northern 
armies saw in it nothing practical, and it 
was not even given an official test until sev- 
eral years after the close of the Civil War. 
While the United States held back, foreign 
nations quickly saw the advantage of Gat- 
ling’s invention and adopted It. 

The Gardner gun, another American in- 
vention, with all its appurtenances, weighs 
only about 110 pounds, and can be carried on 
the back of a horse or mule. Its firing rate 
is 500 shots a minute, and its breech is en- 
circled in a water jacket, which permits the 
fire to be kept up much longer than if there 
was no provision for cooling the barrels. 
The arm is composed of two breech-loading 
rifles, placed side by side, but separated 
about a quarter of an inch. The mechan- 
ism for loading, firing and extracting emp- 
ty cartridges resembles that of the Gatling 
gun, and is also operated by a crank. Two 
men are needed to work It, one inserting the 
cartridges from a feeding case into the feed- 
ing guides, while the other turns the handle, 
which pleces the cartridges in the breeches 
alternately, draws back and releases the 
firing hammers and extracts the empty 
shelis. The Gardner has been introduced 
into the service of all the European powers, 
except Austria, France, Germany and Rus- 
sia. 

Another machine gun of American origin 
that enjoys high favor is the invention of 
Hirasn S. Maxim, a native of Sangerville, 
Me. This gentleman, as usual in such cases, 
found it necessary to go abroad to obtain 
recugnition for his device, and first entered 
upon its manufacture in‘England. His gun, 
which was invented in 1883, and has since 
been greatiy improved, is automatic, and 
all that is required to put it in action is to 
press the trigger to explode the first cart- 
ridge. After that has been done the gun 
loads and fires itself as long as cartridges 
are fed to it, unless a cartridge fails to ex- 
plode, in which case‘it ceases to work until 
it receives the necessary attention. There 
is but one barrel, of which two-thirds is 
inclosed in a metal water jacket, and the 
fémaining third in a steel case of rectan- 
gular form. In the latter is placed the oper- 
ating mechanism, which chiefly consists of 
@ mainspring and a tumbler, a firing pin 
and a lever. When the first cartridge is 
discharged the recoil (of only one-eighth of 
an inch) puts the lever into action, and 
this at once sets the whole mechanicism 
in motion. The empty shell is automatical- 
ly withdrawn, a new cartridge is ineerted, 
the breech is closed, and the gun lis fired 
With incredible rapidity. 

The cartridges are fed from a belt, some- 
thing like those worn by hunters, which 
holds in little separated pockets about 2333 
of them, and is moved forward as clofh in 
@ sewing machine. Each discharge pec 
a@ certain quantity of water into the feta! 
jacket, so as to prevent the over- 
heating of the barrel, and 1000 cartridges 
the water begins to 
throw off steam. A graduated quadrant 
permits the barrel to be trained in any 
desired direction, and a steel armor plate 
protects the operator, whp sits on the 
‘Jeather cushion fixed to the rear-end of 
the tripod supporting the gun, or on the 
tongues of the cartridge, if it ts mounted 
on wheels. Six hundred and sixty shots can 
be fired in a minute. The gun mounted its 
only three feet high, and measures four 
feet nine inches from breech'tom:zgzle. Its 


weight without the cartridge is about fifty 
pounds. | 

The Hotchkiss gun is the extension of the 
principle of machine guns to cannon, This 
arm jis an American invention, but the prin- 
cipal factory for making it is in France, 
and it was udopted by European govern- 
ments before it was recognized in the United 
States. The original Hotchkiss was a big 
revolver with five chembers, which being 
turned slowly were fired in succession and 
could be quickly reloaded by hand. The 
guns are made of various sizes and throw 
projectiles weighing from one to thirty-two 
pounds. ;

of one hand. Whai an awful expenditure 
of powder and shot it took to kill one man 
on the Brooklyn and the Little handful of 
heroes on the Winslow. Such fighiing seeens 
child’s play compared with.the wholesale 
slaughter of the days when ships grapp!-d 
on the waves and armed men poured Over 
the sides to fight foot to foot on the blovud- 
stained decks until all on one side or the 
other had gone down or surrendered. 

The record of land battles is all the same 
way. The mortality.in the Crimean war 
was very slight when the number of shots 
fired is remembered. It is «estimated that 
the British troops flred 15,000,000 shots and 
k.lled 21,000 Russians, or 700 shots for every 
death; the French firei 29,000,000 shots ard 
killed 51,000 Russians, or 690 shots for every 
death, while the Russians fired 45,000,000 
shots and killed 48,000 of the allies, or eveiy. 
nine hundred and tenth shot was success- 
ful. 

In the Itallan campaign of 1859 rifles were 
used on both sides, and the number of 
casualthes at Magenta and Solferino was 
99 per 1000 combatants. 

The Franco-Prussian war of 1870-71 was 
the first in which breech-loading rifles were 
used, “pe strange as it may seem, their in- 
troduction only corroborates the foregoing 
facts, that scientific war is less d adly than 
natural, 

“When it is remembered that for hours 
our men faced volley after volley of Mau- 
ser bullets and a storm of shells and shrap- 
nel during the. greatest day’s fighting 
around Santiago it is remarkable that the 
casualties were so few. 

Equally remarkab!e is the small damage 
to life during the bombardment of San- 
tiago by the tremendous guns of Sampson’s 
fleet. A French lines goes down in an-o*ean 
collision and more lives are lost than the 
greatest scientific warfare can account for 
in a flerce bombardment lasting for hours. 

Since gunpowder was invented the pro- 
portion of killed and wounded among the 
troops engaged has been reduced from 
about one-third to between one-fourth and 
one-fifth—from 330 to 1000 to between 250 
and 200 per 100. And the adoption of 
breech-loading rifles dim nishes it to about 
one-ninth (ll per 1000), though that is 
greater than the mortality in the Franco- 
Prussian war. 

Military authorities now hold that rapid- 
ity of fire is more essential to success than 
range and precision. Marksmanship, in- 
deed, counts for little in battle, and mddern 
arms are certainly less deadly than an- 
cient. The old proverb that every bullet 
has its billet has given place to the mili- 
tary mexim that it takes a ton of shot to 
killa man. This applies equally to artillery 
and rife’ fire. 

War does not increase the mortality 
among soldiers so greatly as one would ex- 
pect. In South Africa in 1875 64 per 1000 
British ‘soldiers died or were killed, while 
in Egypt in 188% the death rate in battle 
averaged @ trifle over one in 10,000. In 12 
years of small wars 139% British soldiers 
wére killed out of 92,650 engaged, a shade 
over 16 per cent. 

The returns from the American civil war 
were got out with great care, and they 
showed that the total deaths during. the 
fivé years were 166,623, and averaged 70 per 
1000 of the force engaged. In the Franco- 
German war “the mortality was 30 per 100) 
of the troops engaged during the seven 
months. Official statistics show that 116,812 
German soldiers w@e wounded, Of these 
99,003 rec ered, 11,023 died in the hospital 
and *" 4 the field of battle.

SUGAR CONSUMING 
AFFECTS NATIONS. 


HAT connec ion is there between 
W sugar and war? And why is it 
that sugar-eating nations are 

greater maritime powers than others? 

The sugar crop of the world amounts in 
a normal year.to about 8,000,000 tons, of 
which the la:ger pa t, about 4,500,000) tons, 
comes from beets and the remainder, 3,500,- 
000 tons from sugar cane. Of the latter the 
large&’t proportion ccmes from the West In- 
dies and a large amount from the Island 
of Java. 

Amon 


the countries producing the beet 
suger, Germany comes first, wiih about 
one-third of the world’s crop; then Austria, 
with about as much, and then France, Rus- 
sia and Belgium and Holland together, 
with substantially the same quantity. 

Among sckntists, says the Golden Penny, 
the opinion has been gene'al that a mod- 
erate amount of sugar, like a moderate 
amount of salt, should enter into.the diet- 
ary of the People of each nation; but it is 
only when the figt!-es of this consumption 
of sugar are examined that it is seen that 
the quantity conzumed varies radically, 
and it is a curious fact that in those coun- 
tries in which maritime spirit—the spirit of 
nevigation, commerce, travel and coloniza- 
tion—is strong there is a very considerable 
consumption of sugar per caplia; whereis 
in those countries in which these qualities 
are not predominant among the inhabitants 
the consuenption is emal’er. 

In England, first among the maritime na- 
tions of the world, the consumption of 
sugar is 86 pounds a year for each inhabi- 
tant. 

In Denmark it is 45 pounds, in Holland 31 
pounds, in France 30 pounds, and in Nor- 


way and Swede 2% pounds, whereas in 
Russia it is only 10 pounds, in Italy 7 
pounds, in Turkey 7 pounds, in Greece 6 
pounds, and in fServia 4 pounds. _ 

The consumptien of sugar seems to have 
very little connection with or relation to 
the production of sugar, for in Austria, 
the sugar product of which is large, the 
average consumption is only 19 pounds, 
while in Switzerland, in which thrre is no 
production to speak of, it is 44 pounds. 

Another curious phase of the matter is 
that there is a great disparity in the con- 
sumption of sugar in the two tea drinking 
countries, England and Russia. 
MANUFACTURE OF 

ARTIFICIAL ICE. 

CE is made by machinery.on the same 
principle that hot tea fs cooled by blow- 

ing one’s breath on it. 

In an article about cold storagé plants, a 
writer in a scientific journal gives 4 clear 
idea without closely describing the ma- 
chinery or the scientific principles involved 
in the manufacture of artificial ice and the 
methods used. - 

You have seen men blow on 4 dishful of 
hot tea or soup to cool it, says the writer, 
and probably some of you have done it 
yourselves, in the privacy of your own 
homes; though my bvok on etiquette says 
that it isn’t a proper thing to do in polite 
society. but that it is ‘much better form (to 
scald your throat and say nothing. 

Now. why ig it that blowing on 4 hot 
liquid cools it so quickly? The chief reason 
is, that the vapor that hangs over the liq- 
uid is removed by the breath, #0 pot 
more vapor can be formed and be blown 
away in like manner. All of us who have 
shoveled coal under a steam boller know 
that it takes a lot of heat to evaporate @ 
liquid: and this is the secret of the rapid 
cooll of the tea. 

aah bl os tea, in order to evaporate, 
must absorb a considerable amount of heat, 
and the only way In which it cen get that 
heat, is by taking it away from the tea 
which is le{t behind in the dish; so that it 
comes to pass very shortly that the con- 
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tents of the cup (or saucer) fs cool enough 
to drink. 

The cooling effect of evaporation has been 
utilized in tropical] cougtries for many cen- 
turies to make water’ more palatable for 
drinking. The water to be cooled is poured 
into a porous earthenware vessel, which is 
hung up in the breeze in a shady place. 
Moisture oozes out through the pores of the 
vessel and evaporates on the outside, tak- 
ing up enough heat, in doing so, to chill 
the water within to a point at which it is 
refreshing Gnd invigorating. 


The same genera] principle underlies the 
automatic process by which our bodies gre 
kept cool on a hot day. The skin pours out a 
film of perspiration upon itself, and this ab- 
sorbs enough. heat, in evaporating, to pre- 
vent the body from being warmed to a 
point that would be dangerous to life. 

The refrigerating machine is nothing but 
a device to put this evaporative principle 
into practice on a larger scale, For this pur- 
pose we choose a liquid such as ether, or 
carbon disulphide, or sulphur dioxide, or 
anhydrous ammonia, which will evaporate 


very rapidly, and we confine it in a closed 
vessel, 


Then by means of a pump we remove the 
vapor of the liquid as fast as it is formed, 
and the new vapor which keeps rising from 
the liquid takes with it so much heat that 
the vessel is soon cooled below the freezing 
point of water. When once the necessary 
degree of cold hag been obtained, tice is 
readily produced by causing the cooled 
liquid’ to flow around metallic vessels filled 
with water. 

In large machines it is not good practice 
to cause the ammonia itSelf to flow around 
the freezing vessels. The ammonia ig used, 
instead, to cool a coil of pipes filled with 
a strong brine solution, and the cold brine, 
Which does not freeze on account of the 
Salt that it contains, is pumped through the 
freezing coils in the ice-making depart- 
ment and also to the cold storage rooms, 
where it circulates through other coils that 
run around the walls. 


Of course the ice manufacturer could not 
afford to throw away the ammonia yapor 
that he pumped out of the coolifig tank. 
He must save it and use it over again, and 
in order to do go he passes it through a 
powerful compressing machine until it is 
condensed once more into the liquid condi- 
tion. 

When a liquid evaporates it takes: up a 
large amount of heat, and when it con- 
denses it must give that heat all back 
again. The ammonia vapor, on being com- 
pressed into the liquid condition, therefore, 
becomes very hot, and must be passed 
through coils of pipe surrounded by run- 
ning water until the greater part of its 
heat of condensation has been taken away. 

It is then in condition to be returned to 
the cooling tank, where it is again evapor- 
ated, and so it goes the rounds, being first 
evaporated to secure the necessary cooling 
effect and then compressed and cooled to 
the ordinary temperature of the room, and 
pumped back into the evaporating tank 
over and over. 

FACTS ABOUT THE 
BANKRUPTCY LAW. 
ETITIONS for voluntary bankruptcy 
P may be filed now under the new law 
which went into effect July 1; for in- 
voluntary bankruptcy, not before Nov. 1. 

By a “‘voluntary” bankrupt the law means 
one ..@ o files his own petition without wait- 
ing for his creditors to raise callous spots 
camping on hie neck. 

A voluntary bankrupt files with his peti- 
tion a schedule of his debts and his prop- 
erty. 

If the court decides the petitioner a bank- 
rupt, a meeting of the creditors is calied. 

Here the bankrupt may speak freely. His 
explanation may never be used against him 
in criminal proceedings. 

The creditors select a trustee. He winds 
up the business and pays dividends. 

After 6ne month the bankrupt* may apply 
for a discharge. Notice must be given to 
creditors, If the bankrupt has satisfied all 
requirements he {fs entitled to release. 

In involuntary bankruptcy proceedings 
are begun by a creditor or creditors, who 
allege an “‘act of bankruptcy” and ask a 
decree. 

Transferring property to defraud creditors 
would be an act of bankruptcy, or trans- 
ferring property while insolvent to certain 
creditors with intent to give them an ad- 
vantage over other creditors. 

The bankrupt is entitled to a trial by jury 
upon questions of fact raised in the peti- 
tion. 

After a decree of bankruptcy is given 
the proceeding is as in involuntary bank- 
ruptcy. 

In either class of bankruptcy the Judge 
may name a referee to consider either the 
entire matter or certain questions to be 
considered and reported upon: 

If the creditors want the bankrupt to con- 
tinue in business, he may offer terms which 
may be accepted in writing by a majority of 
the creditors. The Judge may hear an ap- 
plication to confirm the terms and grant it 
if he deems the arrangement fair to the 
creditors, and if the bankrupt has done 
nothing contrary to the law. 

“After one month the bankrupt is entitled 
to a discharge unless he has committed an 
offense punishable by imprisonment under 
the act, or destroyed his books with fraud- 
ulent intent, or for similar reasons failed 


‘to keep books. 


A LAKE OF INK ON

r HE most remarkable body of water in 
ig the world lies in the vicinity of the

The surface is coated with gray 
ashes from the volcanoes to the thickness 
of about six inches, thus concealing its real

Experiment has proved that the black 
fluid of the laRe is mot polsonous, It acts 
asa dye, and cotton goods eoaked tn it keep 
their color for months, even when exposed 
to the sun, They @iso acquire a stiffness 
similar to that produced by weak starch. 
The fluid has been analyzed, but its com- 
ponent parts have not been made known. 
As to the source of the supply of the lake, 
nothing definite has been ascertained, It fs 
undoubtedly of volcanic origin, but nothing 
more definite is known.

in which capacity only they receive com- 
pensation for their services. When they are 
confined exclusively to the Vatican their 
regular expenses are borne by the Supreme 
Pontiff. 

They are assigned to duty in various con- 
gregations in the Vatican. Foremost among 
these is the consistory, which is sometimes 
termed the Roman Senate at the Catholic 
Church. All complex questions referred to

throughout the world are referred to this 
body for settlement. 

The most important function in the car- 
dinalate is the selection of a Pope. ‘ 

The funeral services of the deceased 
pontif? having been completed and the ten 
days, including the day of the Pope's 
death, having expired, on the morning of 
the eleventh day the Cardinals gather in 
the basilica of St. Peter’s. The Cardinal 
dean there célebrates the mass of the 
Holy Ghost. After this is finished they pro- 
ceed to the conclave in the Vatican pal- 


ace. The Cardinal dean recites the prayer,/ 


“Deus qui Corda.” 


Then the constitutions concerning the 
election of the soveregn pontiff? and the 
Cardinals under oath promise to observe 
them. 

Once’ having entered the conclave, a 
Cardinal cannot leave until the Pope is 
selected. If any Cardinal shou'd leave the 
conclave because of sickness or other cause 
he cannot return again, even if he recov- 
ers, neither can he have a voice in the 
election. 


The windows of that part of the Vatican 
palace which.is set apart for the conclave 
are walled up and all doors jeading thereto 
are likewise closed. Strict watch is kept 
on the food passed to the Cardinals by 
guards, who are stationed at 
so that no message may be sent to any of 
them, 

No cardinal, even though excommunli- 
cated or without the insignia, can be de- 
prived of a vote. This regulation was made 
to preclude all dissessions. 

If all the cardinals save one should die 
during the conclave the lone survivor could 
select the sovereign pontiff] In no case, 
however, could he chooge himself. 

Any man, even a layman er a married 
person, may validly be elected sovereign 
pontiff. In like manner a layman is eligible 
to the candidate, although none such are 
members of the college at the present 
time. 

Three cardinals designated by ‘ot act as 
tellers. A large vase made in the shape of 
a chalice, is placed, on the altar of the 


chapel wherein the cardinals are assembled 
and near it is the form of Oath which each 
cardinal takes before depositing his beliot. 
The oath is: “I call upon God, who will 
be my judge, to witness that I choose the 
person whom before God I judge ought to 
be elected.’’ 

The form of ballot is: “I choose for su- 
preme pontiff the Most Reverend —.”’

ST. LOUIS’ GREAT 
PRODUCE MARKET. 
OWHERE in the world is there a 
N busier scene than along Produce 
Row on North Third street, St. 
Louis, any morning from 4 o'clock til’ 
nearly noon. Across Eads Bridge comes a 
seemingly endless train of vegetable laden 
wagons, while the streets from the west, 
north and south are congested by an eager, 
hustling, howling mob of hucksters striving 
to be the first to deliver their wares to the 
big commission houses that line either side 

of Third street for blocks. 

Some idea of the business done every day 
by St. Louls produce commission merchants 
may be had from the appended facts, con- 
cerning the amount of stuff received dally 
for consumption in or shipment from this 
city. 

Stringbeang are disposed of to the amount 
of five or ten thousand bushels daily. These 
are very cheap and go readily. 

One thousand bushels of beets are deliv- 
ered along the street by the trucksters, 
mostly from the Missouri side. 

There Ils now a profusion of corn. A con- 
eervative estimate places the daily hand- 


ling at 200,000 dozen, or 2,400,000 ears daily, | 


The season is at its height, prices are low, 
the grain is good and dealers find no trou- 
ble in unloading. 


Lettuce is coming from Michigan as 4a 
dainty to be used for dressing meats, fowl, 
etc. At present not over 600 boxes are being 
received. 


The onion is there in strength and size. 
From five to six thousand bushels is the 
average daily receipts. 

Peas have passed out of season, but in 
their prime the shipment of 2% cars from 
St. Louls is an almost daily occurrence, 


Tomato dealers sell 10,000 bushels a day. 

Cabbage is almost given away, so heavy 
is the receipt. Over one million heads core 
every morning to St. Louls. Some of this 
is reshipped, but the major portion stays. 

Pickling cucumbers now come in 3000 
bushel installments. 

Celery is another Michigan product that 
has conspicuous place in the St. Louls mar- 
ket. Four thousand bunches are now re- 
ceived daily. In a few weeks the receipts 
will be five times as large. 


Garlic is modest and the demand is light. 
Five hundred strings fill all dally orders. 

White potatoes come in wagon lads. 
From 18,000 to %,000 bushels are received 
daily. There is no market in the world that 
handles more white potatoes than this one. 
Shipments out of St. Louls are heaviest in 
this line, many dealers having supplied Gov- 
ernment ordere during the war. This is also 
said to be the greatest potato raising coun- 
try this side of the Atlantic, probably in 
the whole world. 

Thére is not eo good a demand for sweet 
potatoes. About fifty wagon loads, or 300 
bushels, eupply all calls. 

One hundred carloads of watermelons, or 
1,000,000 melons, are coming here every day. 

From three to five cars hold all the cante- 
loupes this market disposes 01 every day. 
This represents 3000 crates, or 144,000 mejons. 

The festive army and navy béan arrives 
in 10,000 bushel lots, which get agway from 
dealers without any trouble. , 

The peaches are distinctly the Missouri 
article. Twenty-five thousand bushels are 
sold here six times a week. 

Two thousand bushels of peare nre re- 
ceived and disposed of between sunrise and

Peppers come in three hundred or four

HANDLE 
DETAILS OF WAR. 


HE three staff departments of the 
army that have received the great- 
est amount of criticiam for their al- 

leged failure to properly perform the duties 
that pertain to each; during and since the . 
war with Spain, are the Commissary, Med- 
ical and Quartermaster’s departments. 

Each department thas certain’ rules to 
follew. These constitute the offensive “red 
tape” mentioned so much recently and de- 
nounced for retarding the effective work 
of officers of the several Gepartments, 

First in importance is the Commissary, or 
Subsistence, Department. At its head is 
Brigadier-General Charles P. Bagan. 

Under the direction of the Secretary of 
War, the Subsistence Department pro 
for the distribution and expenditure of 
funds appropriated for subsisting or feed- 
ing enlisted men and for purchasing arti- 
cles kept for sale to officera and enlisted 
men in the canteens or post-stores. 

In addition, the Commissary-General fur- 
nishes lists of articles authorized to be 
kept for sale and gives instructions for 
procuring, distributing, issuing, selling and 
accounting for all subsistence supplies. 

The Commissary-General has a number of 
assistants, who rank as Colonels, Lieuten- 
ant-Colonels, Majors and Captains. They 
aré designated Commissaries, Purchasing \ 
Commissaries and Chief Comm ries. 

Purchasing Commissaries buy supplies 
and distribute them as directed. Chief 
Commissaries make requisitions upon Pur- 
chasing Commissartes designated by the 
Commissary-General for funds and sup- 
plies for the troops in the posts, stations 
or camps surpervised by him. 

Commissaries are expected to make time- 
ly estimates and requisitions, approved by 
their commanding officers, for funds and 
supplies for the troops under which they 
serve, and forward them through military 
channels, to the Chief’ Commissaries.. 

In close touch with the department just 
named is that of the Quartermaster’s, 
whose chief officer is Brigadier-General 
Marshal L. Ludingto.. 

Assistants connected with the depart- 
ments rank as colonels, Neutenant-colonels, 
majors and captains. They are known as 
deputy quarte’ masters-general, quartermas- 
ters and assistant quartermasters. 

The Quartermaster’s Department is 
charged with the duty of providing all 
means of transportation which may be 
needed in the movement of troops and the 
material of war. It furnishes all public an- 
imals employed in the service of the army, 
the forage consumed by them, wagons and 
all necessary articles for their use, except 
the equipment of cavalry and artillery. 
This is furnished by the Ordnance Depart- 
ment. 

It furnishes clothing, camp and garrison 
equippage, barracks, storehouses and other 
buildings, constructs and repairs roads, rall- 
ways and bridges, builds and charters ships, 
boats, docks, wharves needed for military 
purposes and attends to all matters com 
nected with the military operations which 
are not expressly assigned to some other 
bureau of the War Departeent . 

Subsistence, ordnance, signal, medica] ang 
hospital stores are procured and issued by 
other bureaus of the War Department, bud 
the Quartermaster’s Department transport@ 
them to the place of issue and provide@ 
storehouses for their preservation unt@ 
consumed. 

Quarterly reports are made by the offie 
cers of the department of all property pure 
chased with funds appropriated by Con; 
gress for carrying on its work. 

Brigadier-General George M. Sternberg, 
surgeon-general, is at the head of the Med- 
ical Department of the army. His assist- 
ants, who are detailed for duty on the 
staffs of the different general officers, renk 
as Colonels, Lieutenant-Colonels, Majors 
and Captains. They are designated as as- 
sistant surgeons-general, deputy surgeons- 
general, surgeons and assistant surgeons. 

Under the direction of the Secretary of 
War the Medical Department is charged 
with the duty of investigating the sanitary 
condition of the army and making recom- 
mendations in reference thereto, with the 
duty of caring for the sick and wounded, 
making physical examination of officers 
and enlisted men and furnishing all medi- 
cal and hospital supplies, except for public 
animals. 

It is aleo the duty of the surgeons to 
supervise the hygiene of the post or camp 
and recommend such measures as he may 
deem necessary to prevent or diminish dis- 
ease. 

At least once a month each surgeon q@ill 
examine and note in the medical history 
of the post or camp the sanitary condi- 
tion of all public buildings, the drainage, 
the sewerage, the amount and quality of 
the water supply, the clothing and the hab- 
its of the men and the character and cook- 
ing of the food. Immediately after this 
examination he will report in writing to 
the commanding officer and make such 
recommendations as he may deem proper. 

In garrison and in the field all hospital 
service is performed by Benters of the 
hospital corps, who are enlisted and per- 
manently attached to the Medical Depart- 
ment. 

Genera! hospitals and hospital transports, 
boats and railroad trains assigned for the 
purpose of transporting the sick and 
wounded from one point to another, are 
exclusively under the control of the Medical 
Department.

That he remained_another year was not 
the doing of Dr. Mathews. It was the 
triumph of the people of his church. They 
love him. When his term expired they re- 
sorted to subterfuge to retain him. They 
made him superintendent of the Sunday- 
school and asked that a supply minister be 
named and the pulpit of Centenary Church 
be left vacant. The bishops acquiesced in 
the request. 

So Dr. Mathews remained. He was the 
‘Sunday-school superintendent only in name. 
In actuality he was pastor of the church. 
He filled the pujpit. He administered to the 
spiritual needg of the congregation. He 
married the young folks and buried the old, 
and the congregation paid his salary and 
was happy in the thought that when the 
year ended they might have him reap- 
pointed at the conference and restored to: 
the full] title of pastor of Centenary Church. 
For the Wesleyan law admits of the return 
of a pastor to a church any number of 
times so long as the continuity of service 
is quadrennially broken at least for the 
period of a year. This was the ingenious 
plan of the St. Louis congregation. It was 
unique and new. Dr. Mathews saw no 
wrong in it and became a party to it, and so 
truly did it tell of the strong bond of love 
uniting the pastor with his people that the 
conference of 1897 permitted the departure. 

The bishops did not at the time consider 
that there had been any violation of the 
Wesleyan law, but as the year progressed 
and it came to their ears that Dr. Mathews, 
the “superintendent of St. Louls Centenary 
Sunday-school” and retired for a year, was 
preaching, despite his great age and retire- 
ment, twice every week at Centenary 
Church, and that he was into h!s work with 
all his wonted vigor, the _ ecclesiastical 
guardians of the Wesleyan law turned to 
Wondering if in this they were not violating 
the cardinal principle of Methodism. as 
John Wesley had promulgated it, and would 
not better sacrffice their kindly wishes to- 
ward Dr. Mathews and retire him lest in 
indulging him further they establish a dan- 
gerous precedent In the canonical govern- 
ment of the church. 

So the news comes to. Dr. Mathews that 
his removal is to be considered at the De 
Soto conference, in October, and that unless 
the bishops go so far in granting the earn- 
est importunities of the St. Louis congrega- 
tion as to make the first real departure 
from the unchanged law of 143 vears he 
must leave Centenary Church in the fall. 

There !s nothing in religious organtza- 
tion, more peculiarly the possession of a 
religious sect, than the ftineracy of the 
MMetrodist Episcopal Church. There is 
rothing better illustrative of the rigors 
of the system than the Hfe story of Dr.

Many times, when re- 
turning at night from the graveyard, my 
carriage would stop and a man’ would 
apen the door to inquire: 
‘Is Dr. Mathews in here?

“These things they told me in after 
years. I lost a child with the fever. My 
wife and all. of us had it. 

“From New Orleans I was transferred to 
Kansas City... Kansas City was my physical 
salvation and my financial ruin. I was 4 
rich man when I went there, but I had no 
health. After breathing the good air of the 
city and inflating the real estate boom with 
my wealth, for five years I had the best 
of health, but no wealth. The sheriff sold 
me out. And even that did -not pay my 
debts. I am still applying a portion of my 
salary to them.. This year will provide 
the last $800 and clean everything up. 

“From Kansas City I came to 8t. Louts. 
I have been here 12 years—first at Cen- 
tenary Church, then at St. John’s, and now 
back here. My work here has heen blessed 
by the Lord. I am happy here—happy tn 
the consciousness that in this field I may 
do @ great work for my church and my 
God; happy tn the knowledge that here I 
love my people and that in return they love

“When my first pastorate at Centenary 
ended the city officials gave me a token 
of ésteem I shall never forget. It is a tes- 
timonial thanking me for a good Christian 
work done here in St. Louis.

“I cannot say that T have observed any 
especial system of dieting. I am a hearty 
eater and enjoy my food, but I am, in a 
way, careful what I eat.

many. Mr. Wittich took to the tournament 

and entered in the lists six of the best ath- 

“tes in St. Louis. This is what he said the 

morning after hie return: 

“We eonceived a vear ago the idea of en- 
tering a St. Louis team in the interna- 
tional contests. I encouraged the idea, for 
1] knew: we had good athletes In St. Louis 
and was anxious to measure them agvinst 
the good men of the world. 

“Early in the summer we organized our 
party and left for Europe. .Il was 
panied by Wiliam Lange, sen of the junior 
‘member of the firm of Manewal-Lange, and 
one ofthe finest athletes I have ever seen; 
Hiugo Hoffstetter, an all-round man with 
few equals in this or any other country, and 
William Tritschler and Willlam Spanning, 
all good men, from the South St. Lovis 
Turners; Louis Eilers of the St. Louis Gym- 
nasium, and George Brown of the Rock 
Springs Gymnasium. We herdly expected 
fo win anything, for we knew the flelds 
would be enormous and that for a man to 
show above so many he must be an athlete 
of much more than ordinary ability. But 
we went. 

“To a lover of athletics Hamburg during 
the tournament, was a paradise. This tour- 
nament is held once in every five years, 
and the world’s championships are con- 
tested there by men from every part of 
the world. We even saw athletes there 
from Chili and Russia. In a parade given 
the night before the tournament began we 
Suw 15,000 gymnasts and athictes march 
through the streets of the city. They were 
two and a half hours passing the point 
where we stood, 

“The tournament began July 23 and con- 
tinued through the 27th. The events in- 
cluded gymnasium and field work. Lange 
competed in the 110-yard hurdle race, 5ix 
hundred men entered. There were too 

many men to run qualifying heats, and it 
was necessary to decide the championships 
by time. The men were sent off in small 
fields. They were a- magnificent lot. There 
were runners from almost every nation on 
earth, It was a cold, wet day when Lange 
ran, and this injured his.chances. He stood 
shivering in the cold before the start. Some 
of the Europeans, especially the Germans, 
eared nothing for the cold. They were 
hardy fellows, and went around in their 
running suits careless of the chill in the 
air.

“Hoffstetter won 32d prize in a field of 
1000 men in all-around work. His showing 
was remarkable. The other boys did not 
show. but I was satisfied with the showing 
made by Hoffstetter and Lange. It was 
more than I had expected.

ment. Much of the work was new to u& 
and the St, Louis boys suffered in this. In 
the shot-putting event, for instance, the 
Europeans put a 37%-pound stone. To the 
American athletes, who are accustomed to 
a 1§-pound shot, the weight was unwieldy, 
and they could do nothing with it, 

“In all-around work we divide honors 
with the Europeans. They excel us in 
heavy work. The Germans, especially, ex- 
cel us in gymnasium work. They heve 
much better equipped gymnasiums, and it 
will require much improvement here for us 
to hope to cope with their gymnasta, The 
American athletes, though, are the supe- 
riors of the Europeans in agility. They 
cannot equal us in outdoor sports. Our 
boys are quicker upon their feet. They 
run quicker and jump further. I particu- 
larly noticed this in the events in which 
Lange competed, In the hurdle he was off 
like a shot at the pistol. He had taken the 
first hurdle before the Europeans had fair- 
ly started. In the hop, skip and jump, too, 
he had more spring than the athletes of. 
Europe. 

“One feature of the tournament was the 
fencing contests conducted after the Eu- 
ropean method of dueling. In this a man 
was compelled to challenge an opponent, 
and you could challenge anyone of the 
contestants you wished. Lange and I en- 
tered. We fought three battles each and 
won all of them. One of my opponents 
was a famous Italian dueling master. He 
handled his sword expertly, but I was cool- 
er, and won from him, He was irritable 
and excitable, as are all the people of South 
Europe, and especially the Italians. This 
difference in the Americans and Europeans 
was noted by the judges. They found us 
the coolest men In the games, Another 
of my opponents was a fine old gentleman 
from Leipsic, a man of 7. I considered it 
an honor to challenge him. For a man of. 
his years he fenced remarkably well. 

“The Germans made the tournament a 
national event. *They did everything pos- 
sible to entertain us and give us. to under- 
stand that they wanted tus to enjoy our., 
stay in their country. They gave us every 
right given their own mén. We have noth- 
ing but praise for them. They conducted 
the tournament at a great expense to them- 
selves and did it well. 

“Before I left Germany I thoroughly 
looked into the attention given physical 
culture in the land. It is wonderful, grand! 
In every school there is @ room where the 
children are turned over to a physical in- 
structor every day, The gymnasium exer- 
cises are a part of their school work. They 
are conipelled to develop their bodies. In 
Germany they believe that the body must 
be developed to give health to the brain. 
From what I saw of them I am convinced 
that the Germans are mentally and physi- 
cally the healthiest people in the world to- 
day. The good effect of the physical work 
in the schools is seen in the streets. The 
children have a firmness and buoyancy of 
tread our children do not have in America, 
They are healthy. They do not slouch, They 
walk like litte men and women. I am proud 
of our American soldiers. They are fine — 
soldiers. But I wish you could eee the sol- 
diers of Germany. They are big, stalwart 
fellows, and the tramp, tramp of the troops 
marching along a street makes the blood 
tingle. They are physically perfect, The 
physical culture of the schools when they 
were children, and the army when they be- 
came men, hes done it. 

“The Germans are much ahead of us in | 
school work. It made my heart ache to see 
the excellence of their systems and think 
how much hard work is ahead of us in thig 
work in America. I wish the children of 
St. Louis might have the physical work the 
children have in Germany. There is no 
politics in the German schools, The teach- 
ers are not subject to political changes, 
When they prove themselves competent to 
teach and do their duty well, they are sure 
of their positions through life. When @ 
teacher In Germany has taught % years 
he is retired and pensioned with full salary, 
Is it not a beautiful plan?”

I shall probably 
have to stay here over winter, as the sei- 
son is so shert that one can hardly turn 
around before it is over, buf as we have 
the finest boats on the river all looks we+, 
except that we ere a little late. Many, 
however, who were in too great a hurry 
were crushed in the ice and their outfits 
were lost, others hurried off in too hastily 
constructed beats, while others worked 
themselves to death and remain on the 
hillside, each with a headboard and a 
bunch of faded early flowers,

end, then we shal] forget the hardships and 
the dangers. 

Hootalinqua River, July 15, 1898. 

Here we are at our first goal. Shalj I tell 
you the story of our adventures, by ‘sea 
and land’”’ since leaving Bennett? |! think 
we have had all the experiences possible to 
the Yukon traveled on. the trip. 

We started from Bennett with 
breeze; flags: flying in fine style, 
Sails set. Three hours later We 
to our necks in ice water, trying to keep 
Our boats from going to pieces on the 
rocks. The fine breeze had developed into 
astorm. Our pilot either lost his head or, 
having a wife and a little gir] on board,

deliberately ran us up onto a reef of rocks 
in Lake Bennett. 

Out went our line and a couple of other 
unfortunates made it fast toa rock. Then 
we piled out in our rubber hip-boots and 
hegan a four hours’ fight against wind and 
water for our boats and supplies. It meant 
everything to us to keep our barge from be- 
ing pounded to pieces on the rocks, and as 
it was ™ feet long by 12 broad, and had 
about 12 tons of freight aboard, it was no 
easy task, Fortunately there was a pile of 
driftwood high up on the rocks—spars and 
tree trunks. These we used for spars, lash- 
ing them to the bow and bracing them 
against the rocks. Then the great rollers 
would come in with a SWash and a boom 
and shove the bowlders aside like pebbles. 

It was only after we had piled tons of 
rocks against the ends of that 
we succeeded in holding the barge off in 
deep water. Once the stern rope broke 
loosé and we had to dash Into the water 
up to our shoulders to get it. The sensa- 
tions caused by the washing of ice water 
up end down one’s spine are, the 
least. unpleasant, and each great Wave as 
it struck gainst one’s chest made it al- 
most impossible keep one’s footing. 
Finally. about midnight, we had everything 
safe and then we had a lunch of fRard-tack 
and coffee beside a great camp fre, which, 
after all. only partially dried our clothing, 
so after setting a watch the rest of us 
turned in for an hour's reset on the recks 
in wet clethes, with a stiff? gale stil blow- 
ing. ea

piled up to break the wind. Rolled up in 
tarpaulins on these improvised couches, we 
managed to get some much-needed rest.

We flagged a good many off and 
so saved them from getting onto the rocks. 

A change of wind and we were off again 
in good shape, but efter a day or two of 
fair sailing a big rain squall drove us 
ashore opposite Little Windy on Lake 
Tagish. Here our experiences on the rocks 
at Lake Bennett were repeated and added 
to. 

We ran out a dozen spars, but could — 
nothing to pile against their ends ap 
some one thought of the ont 
River expedient of using sacks filled wi - 
sand, gravel and smal! rocks, after we we 
stood for an hour with one foot on the ent 
of one spar and the other on the ene 
of another.

Here we tied up 
again until we secured a pilot and three 
Ssteeremen, after which we went safely 
through canyon and rapids. 

It was an experience I would not have 
missed. “Man the oars.” “port,” . “star- 
board,”” and we were in the middle of the 
eurrent shooting Miles Canyon. One or two 
strokes of the rear sweep and one or two 
to port or starboard and we avoided the 
eddies, then a clear stretch of rapid river 
and we were through Squaw Rapids, with 
the dangerous White Horse just ahead. 
“Man the oars: pull hard. boys,’ “port,” 
“starboard.” “Hard aport there,” swish, 
boom—two or three big white caps breaking 
over the bow, and White Horse Rapids lay 
behind us (for which. you may believe, we 
felt devoutly thankful).

current and the number of dangerous 
rocks. Forty-eight barges have been 
wrecked here this season. The rocks, how- 
ever, aing thelr warning a mile ahead and 
throw up their white caps, so, if one knows 
anything about boasting, it Is only exciting.

WO Mormon organizations exist which 
are as separate and distinct as any 
two religious bodies on earth. The 


‘enmity existing between them is lasting

One called popularly the 
Missour! Church is legally known as the 
Reorganized Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter Day Saints.

The other is called the Utah Church, or 
the Church of Christ. It consists of the 
followers of Brigham Young, who was a 
member of the ofiginal church, an asso- 
ciate of Joseph Smith. After the tragic 
death of Joseph Smith at Carthage, IIl., 
in June, 1844, Brigham Young gained the 
ascendancy in church affairs and started 
the- movement to Utah. He taught and 
practiced polygamy, as did his followers 
until plural marriages were prohibited by 
civil law. Then the head of the church 
had a “revelation,” and it was given out 
to the world ‘that the practice had been 
abandoned. That such is the case is de- 
nied by members of the Missouri Church. 
In 18% the Utah Church had a member- 
ship of 201,587. 


In the Book*of the Mormon, page 116, {s , 


this passage: 

“Hearken to the word of the Lord; for 
there shall not any men among you have 
unless it be one wife; and concubines he 
ehall have none.” 

This sentence is kept posted in black type 
at the top of the oe page of the Saints’ 
Herald, the official paper of the Missouri 
Church, edited by Joseph Smith, the young- 
er, and published at Lamonl, Io 

“If my father practiced polygamy, as his 
enemies charge, he violated his own teach- 
ings and the holy covenant which he en- 
tered into with my mother,” declared Jos- 
eph Smith, the younger, who is now old. 

Joseph Smith, Jr., was selected and spe- 
clally ordained by his father as his suc- 
ceseor as head of the Mormon Church. This 
‘fact was recognized by the Mormons at 
that time, and it has been made a matter 
of record by the United States Circuit 
(‘ourt. 

The Missour! Church, therefore, say the 
followers of Joseph Smith, {s the true 
Mormon Church; and it ts this church—not 
the Utah Church—which intends, as soon 
as it is rich enough, to establish its head- 
quarters and erect the finest temple in the 
world at Independence, Mo. 

The original church owned 68 acres of land 
@t Independence. When the majority of the 
members moved to Utah this tract was 
neglected and the title became clouded 
through non-occupancy. Both branches of 
the church claimed it. The matter was final- 
ly taken Into court. A suit for possession 
was entered in the United States Circuit 
Court for the Western District of Missouri 
under the title: “The Reorganized Church 
of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints vs. 
the Church of Christ et al,” 

In 18% Judge John F. Phillips handed 
down a decision in which he recognized the 


elaims of the followers of Joseph Smith end 
Pearded them the land. 

The case ia still in court ona technicality 
Mvolving the title to two and a half acres.

The remaining 60% acres are in undisputed 
possession of the Reorganized Church. 


The Church in St. Louis. 

What is known as the St. Louis District 
of the Missouri Mormon Church extends 
east to the line of the Illinois Central Rail- 
road in Illinois and fm Missouri embraces 
the city of St. Louis and the following 
eounties: St. Louis, St. Charles, Warren, 
Montgomery, Lincoln, Franklin, Gasconade, 
Osage, Maries, Phelps, Crawford, Wash- 
ington, St. Francois, St. Genevieve, Perry 
and Jefferson.

“Tf the elder’s duties prevent him from 
working at a trade or practicing a profes- 
sion, the congregation sustain him by gifts. 
But such giving does not relieve the indi- 
vidual member from the payment of tithes. 

“The Book of Mormon commands that 
each.member of the church shall give one- 
tenth of all he has saved at the end of 
each year for the benefit of the church. 
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IOWA, THE MISSOURI CHURCH IS NOT

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This is the fund which sustains the church. 

“The territory occupied by the Reorganiz- 
ed Church is divided into districts. Each 
district has a president and is subdivided 
into branches. For example the Ell.ot AVe- 
nue Church is a branch, and it, lke all 
other branches, has a president. 

“The total mempbereh'p of our church is 
45,000. We send more missionaries to Utah 
than to any other place. Our greatest am- 
bition is to convert the polygamists and 
bring them back into the original church. 

‘While they have wandered far from its 
teachings they claim to have ebandoned 
polygamy. But this is untrue. I xznow it 
from personal observation. I know of 
plural marriages which exist and of chil- 
dren which have been born of such mar- 
riages within a year. Brigham Younxz’s 
followers claim to be following the civil 
law, which prohibits the taking of more 
than one wife, but their claim {s false. 

“Whatever may be the result of our mis- 
sionary labors in Utah, the Missouri church 
purposes to gather to Independence and 
build our temple there. This is in pur- 
suance of the wish and plans of Joseph 
Smith. We are his heirs and will follow 
in his footsteps to the Best of our ability.” 

The Utah Church, presumably recogniz- 
ing the weikness of their claim, did not 
openly assert ownership of the 63 acres in 
dispute, yet they desired to get possession 
of the land. It was inferred by Judge 
Phillips that the leaders prevailed upon an- 
other branch of the Mormon Church, com- 
monly called the Hedrickites, to claim the 
title openly, as against the Reorganized 
Chureh, and that the Utah Church fur- 
nished the witnesses and money for the 
prosecution, when the Reorganized Church 
entered sult for possession. 

Of the Respondents (Heé@rickites) Judge 
Phillips says: 

“In theory they are Ecclesiastical Nonde- 
scripts and in ctice ‘equatter sover- 
eigns.’ They repediate polygamy while 
looking to Balt Lake City for succor.”

“while pretending to\be a part and parcel 
of the original church” he says:

“While the Hespondents (Hedrickites) 
are wary of claiming alliance with the Utah 
Church (followers of Brigham Young), it 
is evidently the power behind the throne 
in the defense of this suit.”’ 


Having thus disposed of the Hedrickites, 
followers of Granville Hedrick, who seceded 
from the organized church about 1857, Judge 
Phillips tells of the rise of the Brigham 
Young (Utah) Church, and shows why his 
followers are not entitled to possession of 
the 63 acres in dispute at Independence, 
Mo. He says: 

“Joseph Smith was killed in June, 184, 
Iie was the president and inspiring spirit 
of th, ghurch. His violent death struck 
with dismay the hearts of his followers. 
* * * Disintegration set in and the church 
split into factions. * * * Among the quo- 
rum of 12 was one Brigham Young, a man ef 
intellectual power, shrewd and aggressive, 
if not audacious. * * * It was an easy 
matter for him to seize the fallen reins of 
the Presidency. He led the greater part of 
the Mormons out to what was known as 
winter quarters, near Omahe, and thence te 
Salt Lake Valley in Utah, then @ depend- 
ency of Old Mexico. From this settlement 
has sprung the powerful ecclesiastical body 
known as the Utah Church, ‘ 

“There can be no question of the fac 
that Brigham Young's assumed presidency 
was a bold and bald usurpation. The Book 
of Doctrine and Covenants (printed in 1946), 
page 411, containing a revelation to Josepa 
Smith, Jan. 19, 1841, gave unto ‘my servant, 
Joseph, to be presiding elder over all my 
church, to be a translator, a revelator, @ 
seer and a prophet. * * * The book cleagr- 
ly taught that the succession should de- 
scend lineally and go to the first-born. Jos- 
eph Smith so ) ight, and, before his taking 
off publicly prov.eimd his son, Joseph, tre 
present head of the complainant church, bis 
successor, and he was anointed. 

Of polygamy Judge PYY.llips asserts: 

“Certainly it was never promulgated, 
taught or recognized as a doctrine of the 
church frior to the assumption of Rrigham 
Young * * * The Book of Doctrine and 
Covenants expressly declared: “We Dé- 
lieve that one man should: have but one 
wife and one woman but one husbend.’ 

“The first statemeit in the Acticie cf 
Faith is: ‘We believe ir God. the Bternas 
Father, and in His Son, Jesus Christ, and 
in the Holy Ghost.’ The Utah Chureh fur- 
ther departed from the teachings of the 
original church by eliminating this decla- 
ration and teaching instead the doctrine of 
‘adam God worship,’ which, as announced 
by Brigham Young, is as follows: 

“When our father Adam came into the 
Garden of Eden he came into it with «@ 
celestial body, and brought Eve, one of his 
wives, with him. He helped to make and 
to organize this world. He is Michael the 
Archangel, the Ancient of Days, about 
whom holy men have written and spoken. 
He is our Father and our God, and the 
only God with whom we have to do.” 

‘The Utah Courch hae Introduced socie 
ties of a secret order end established se- 
cret oaths and covenants, contrary te the 
teachings of the old church.” 

Polygamy wes introduced by Brigham 
Young. Hv caused the marriage ceremony 
established by Joseph Smith and pu’ 
in the Book of Doctrine and Covenants In 
1835 to be eliminated and Inserted an alleged 
“revelation” which he hed, authorising 
polygamy. This “revelation,” he claimed, 
he kept locked up in a desk for nine years 
before he gave it to his followers. It was 
given to'him, he said, th July, 
snonths before the death of Joseph Smith.

Under ordinary conditions St. Louis con- 
tributes to Uncle Sam-vabout one twenty- 
fifth of the entire internal revenue of the 
country, Figured on that ratio the aggre- 
gate total of war taxes thus far collected in 
the United States ie $36,235,128.75. The new 
revenue measure will accordingly yield the 
government not less than $217,000,000 per an- 
num. In 12 months St. Louis will have paid 
between $8,000,000 and $9,000,000. 

Figures teil impressively the great bur- 
den imposed upon the American people as 
the result of hostilities with Spain. 

There are comparatively few persons who 
_ escape Government taxation, The ‘million- 
alre and the humble laborer are alike af- 
fected; the former perhaps every time he 
scrawis his signature, the latter perhaps 
only now and then, but surely sometimes 
he is reminded that it requires money to 
win victories over the enemy. 

The annual income from internal revenue 
taxation will scarcely defray expenses at 
the present war unless the act recently 
passed by Congress is continued in opera- 
tion for several years. The latest official 
tabulated statement showed Uncle Sam was 
emptying from his coffers $1,000,000 per day 
to provide rations, equipment and numerous 
facilities to support the brave lads in blue 
in their struggle against the common foe. 

It ia e@ significant fact that St. Louis, 
with 750,000 population, bears 4 per cent of 
the total taxes levied against the whole 
country. No other city in the United States 
Pays such a large amount in proportion to 
the number of her people. The eplend'd 
showing of Missouri's Imperial City is as- 
cribed principally to her gigantic manufac- 
turing and commercial interests. 

Chief among the various industries for 
revenue purpose is tobacco. The price of 
thie product tncreased with the enactment 
of the revenue bill, which is equivalent to 
Saying that consumers of St. Louis-made to- 
bacco fave in @ days borne the expenses 
of war to the extent of $500,000. 

Now, the brewers nominally pay the tax, 
but their patrons, and in turn the thiret- 
quenching perlors consumers, make up the 
additional amount assessed egainst l:quor. 
The tax on beer and tobacco under the new 
law is double former rates. 

When one comes to consider that St. 
Louls has consumed over $370,000 worth of 
sovernment documentary stamps in less | 
than two months a relative idea of the | 
city’s commercial importance can be real- 
ized. 

Documentary stamps are used on checks, 
money orders and transfers of holdings 
(where there ig a money stipulation) and 
telegrams. 

Probably more than 1,500,000 messages sent 
from 8t. Louis July 1, which means $15,000 
ifeome for the government from that 
solirce.

In 1847 Mr. Tuttle was a member of the 
@ld State Constitutional Convention, but he 
has never sought di tinction in pol'tics. ile 
Hecame acquainted with Col. Ingersoll dur- 
ing the civil war, when Ingersoii was pruc- 
ticing law at Peoria. He was converted to 
the great agnostic's belief, and cver since 
has been an ardent admirer and enthusias- 
tic follower. No-one has kept track of his 
career more closely than this aged pioneer. 
Hie hes always -watched eagerly for the 
publication of new lectures. He has mein- 
origed many of them and has always been 
fond of quoting from them to his frends. 
In his opinion Ingersoll is the greatest 
tan in the United States and une of the 
greatest who ever lived. 

For years he and Ingersoll hav f corres- 
ponded at irregular intervals.

“WAR HYSTERIA” 
IS THE LATEST 
OF DISEASES. 


WAVE of post-bellum hysteria is 
sweeping over the country. The 
tense nervous strain to which the 
people have been subjected since the break- 
ing out of the war and even before has 
produced a sequel of nerve collapse. 
Persons with dear ones exposed to dan- 
ger, who have held up under the siege 
of anxiety as though their nerves were 
made of steel, are now finding themselves, 
with the tension withdrawn, in a condition 
of nerve-helplessness or nerve-paralysis. 
Gen. Corbin mentions two remarkable 


week. One was that of a well-known Chi- 
cago millionaire, who went to Washington 
to have his son discharged from the army. 
The man was robust and remarkably 
healthy-looking, without the suspicion of 
being troubled with any nervous disorders, 
for he had gone through many battles on 
the Stock Exchange and in other business 
transactions, and had aJways had a coo] 
head and strong will. He made his re- 
quest for his son’s discharge, and after a 
few preliminaries the Adjutant-General 
was enabled to inform him that his re- 
quest had been granted. No sooner did he 
hear the news than the millionatre burst 
into tears and cried as if he had heard 
the most terrible news. Gen. Corbin looked 
at him in thé most astonished manner, for 
naturally the outburst was most surpris- 
ing. The Chicago man could not contro] 
himself and his whole frame shook with 
emotion and tears rolled down his cheeks. 
The spell lasted but a few moments, and 
he could give no explanation of it. The 
General tried to comfort him by saying 
that there was nothing to cause him to 
weep at the news of the honorable dis- 
charge for his son, that the boy was wel] 
and. would soon be home, but the father 
shook his head and said that he could not 
restrain his tears. He was astonished him- 
self at his breakdown, and even when he 
left the office with the order for his son's 
discharge, ‘he Was in such a nervous state 
he could hardly walk. ‘ 

A number of deaths have also been re- 
ported from nostalgia, which is the profes- 
sional term for plain home-sickness. 

Dr. C. H. Hughes, nerve specialist, says 
there is nothing new about the disease. 
“Tt is simple hysteria,” he sars. ‘The peo- 
ple who give way to these emotional dis- 
plays are simply hysterical subjects, a)}- 
though theirthysteria may have been latent 
and possibly not suspected to exist. The 
war simply brings it to the surface, The 
man who becomes hysterical over the war 
would become hysterical !f his mother-in- 
law should fall down the back stairs.” 
Other physicians say a wave of hysteria 
always follows an event which has caused 
the nerves of large numbers of people to 
be under a prolonged or acute Strain, but 
they think it is a little too 200n for it to 


cases which came to his attention this , 
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ly 300 editors of weekly newspapers 
throughout the State of Missouri, he 
will pardon Samuel Alfred Wilson, the lone 
train robber, who is serving a 15-year peni- 
tentiary sentence, dating from June W, 1893. 
The interest manifested on behalf of 
Wilson by the editors of Missouri is due 
to the work of James Bradshaw, editor 
of the Lebanon Rustic. Editor Bradshaw 
is personally acquainted with every weekly 
newspaper man in Missouri, and his popu- 
larity is as widespread as his acquaintance, 
He is interested in securing Wilson’s free- 
dom, because the lone train robber’s home 
is in Editor Bradshaw's county, and the 
editor knows that one reason why Wilson 
resorted to train robbery was for the pur- 
pose of securing money with which to-re- 
deem his father’s farm from mortgage. 
This filial epirit on the part of Wilson at- 
tracted sympathy from many citizens of 
Lebanon and Laclede County, and Editor 
Bradshaw headed the movement for par- 
don. 
Appeals to other newspaper men met with 
favorable response, so that Gov. Stephens 


[ F Gov. Stephens heeds the voice of near- 
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now has on his desk a petition bearing ™e 
Signatures of nearly 300 representative 
molders of public opinion from every quar- 
ter of the State. 

In the petition ft Is set forth that Wilson 
was an unsophisticated countryman, but 
little more than a youth when he planned 
and executed the daring robbery, and that 
he has already been punished for his crime, 
taking into consideration his environment 
and especially the purpose to which the pro- 
posed to appropriate the money. 

It is an interesting fact that the present 
Governor and Mrs. Stephens were on board 
the train that Wilson robbed. The rob- 
bery occurred on the night of May 24, 1893, 
just as the Missouri Pacific train, west- 
bound from St. Louis, rolled into Pacific.

About ten days after the robbery, Wilson 
surrendered at Lebanon to Pat Lally, who 
was at that time chief detective for the 
Missouri Pacific Railroad.

It was early morning when Sullivan and 
Kilrain got together. It was after 1 in 
the afternoon and after the two had fought 
7% rounds in that burning sun that Mike 
Donovan threw up the sponge for Kilrain 
and, with his other seconds, half pulled 
and half lifted poor heart-broken Jake out 
of the ring. 

It was at the train that the Associated 
Press men tried to get away with the lo- 
comotive and that Bat Masterson, the 
Denver bully, pulled his gun and told them 
to draw all the coupling pins but the one 
that held the coach that contained the Kil- 
rain party. 

That scene and the royal entree of Sulli- 
van into New Orleans that night would 
form climaxes to the best play of the prize 
ring ever written. 


“The Sullivan-Kilrain fight marked the 
end of the prize battles of the long ago 
that were brought off under great dif- 
ficulties, after much journeying and with 
the arm of the law uplifted and threatening 
principals, seconds and spectators alike. 
All the big: fights brought off at New Or- 
leans in the olden time, including the Mace- 
Coburn, the Coburn-Allen, the Sullivan- 
Ryan and the  Sullivan-Kilrain were 
brought off in violation of the prize fight- 
ing laws of the South. Those who attend- 
ed them were loaded on trains in New Or- 
leans at night, and even the military were 
on hand to see that these trains were 
taken beyond the borders of Louisiana be- 
fore any one on board them was given a 
chance to break the law. On nearly all oc- 
casions the law was not broken until the 
principals had gotten outside the Louisi- 
ana lines. Both the great fights in which 
Sullivan figured as the winner were brought 
off in Mississippi, but managed by Louisi- 
ana parties, who alone profited by them, 


It took a good man those days to stand 
the long journey to the ring side. Many 


who made the trips never recovered from 
the hardships that accompanied them. On 
the Sullivan-Kilrain trip, made in the 
fearful heat of a July day, many of the 
Bpectators we.it 36 hours without a drop of 
water to drink. That was but one incident, 
and itis quoted only asastraw showing the 
hardships one had to go through to see a 
battle of the long ago. 

It is different nowadays. The fighters of 
to-day all refuse to fly In the face of the 
law, and when battles between them are 
brought off it is in a comfortable clubhouse, 
the best seats In which go to the man 
who has the money to pay for them.

ST. LOUIS HAS THE ONE HIGH- 
CLASS RACE TRACK IN 
THE WEST. 


HAWTHORNE'’S REOPENING. 


It Will Take Place To-Morrow and 
Billy Bruen Wil: Be There 
Doing the Starting. 


At a recent gathering, in which Fair 
Grounds officials, turfmen and turf writers 
mingled, one of the latter said that the St. 
Louis was the one high-class rece track in 
the West. 

The gentleman spoke by the card, for 
while e race tracks of Chicago and Cin- 
cinnatf are owned by men who are often 
seen haggling over the profits, the St. Louis 
course is controlled by gentlemen and it has 
never at any time been carried on for pri- 
vate gain. 

“The St. Louis race course,” said one of 
the Fair Ground officials recently, ‘‘has 
never been operated except as an enterprise 


calculated to be of benefit to St. Louis. It- 
has never been a moneymaker, and its own- 
ere have always been content when it 
proved 6elf-sustaining. 

“One year we cleared $24,000, but the next 
we paid out $20,000 of that amount to bring 
the American Derby here. 

“Tn 1899 we will probably spend all the 
money we made in 1898 and we are even 
now thinkine of increasing the added money 
in our Derby from $3500 to $5000. The value 
of the Club Members’ and other of our han- 
dicaps next year may also be increased and 
I make this statement notwithstanding the 
fact that entries to the Derby of next year 
are closed and that the nominators have 
paid their fees with the expectation that 
the $3500 was all the added money they 
need look for. In other words, the St. Louis 
Fa'r Association gvill spend every dollar it 
makes among the horsemen and in keeping 
its plant up to the top standard.’’ 


The California racing season opens on 
Monday, Sept. 26. The opening handicap 
will be run there that day. It is a race for 
two-year-olds and upwards of a mile and 
worth $120. 


The racing scenes at Chicago to-morrow 
shift from Harlem to Hawthorne and Billy 
Bruen will again do the starting at the 
latter place. 


Bridegroom II., by Rayon d'Or, out of 
St. Bridget placed $3000 to the credit of 
August Belmont when he cantered away 
with the Peveril of the Peak stake last 
Tuesday at the Derby (English) meeting. 
Bridegroom II. according to the English 
sporting writers is the handsomest horse 
of his age in training to-day, but they think 
he has a decided streak of yellow in his 
make-up. Rayon d’Or’s get, by the way, 
have been doing right well of late. At the 
recent Brighton Beach meeting, Rayon 
d'Or wae the leading winning s.re, three 
of his progeny, Blissful, Filon d@’Or and 
Ruby Lips having carried off four races 
between them. Filon d’Or, prior to going 
wrong, was considered to have an unde- 
niable chance to land the Futurity. 


The St. Leger, the concluding ‘“‘classic’”’ 
of the English racing season, will be de- 
cided at Doncaster next Wednesday. 

The St. Leger is the culminating point In 
the career of a 33-year-old thoroughbred. 
If the winner of the Derby is capable of 
adding the St. Leger to his credit, he 
stamps the seal of excellence on his merits 
as a real race horse and copyrights his 
claim to the championship of the 3-year-old 
division of his year. 


Jeddah, the Derby winner of ‘98, Was 
sired by Jamissary, a eon ofgthe great 
Isonomy, by Sterling. Jeddah is a red-hot 
favorite at 9 to 6 for the St. Leger and 
his victory in the Derby was achieved in 
such gallant style that no doubt exists 
about his stamina, a most essential feature 
in the make-up of a St. Leger winner. 
The Doncaster track is a particularly se- 
vere and trying one for a 3-year-old “with 
126 pounds up, and but few thoroughbreds 
can cover the mile and three-quarters at 
the rate of speed the running for the St.

The output of the product of $:07,500,000 is 
much too small. It is nea:er $40,000,000, and 
yet, from the basis of the statement of 
the census of 1890, Mr. Cox is again au- 
thorized for hi8 flzures for 1897, even though 
they be estimates. 

With rail and river facilities for transpor- 
tation, with fuel for manufacturing and 
food products at the lowest possible cost, 
with forests and fields furnishing raw ma- 
terial, with a great consuming population 
taking our finished goods, with a continu- 
ous growth of all of those elements going 
to make up a city, it is safely to be as- 
serted that St. Louls will continue along 
the line of progress that has marked its 
course for the past forty years.

It is no exaggeration to 
fall festivities were never opened under 
inore favorable auspices. Reports from 
every avenue of trade and commerce, and 
from every representative commercial or- 
ganization, speak buoyantly of the present. 
and confidently—rather than hopefully—of 
the immediate future. History has dem- 
onstrated again end again that no city can 
be permanently prosperous, if it bases its 
hopes upon one feature only. Manufactur- 
ing seldom maintains a high rate of in- 
crease in a community which overlooks the 
importance of wholesaling and jobbing. 
Many a promising distributing point has 
been passed in the race because no dat- 
tention was paid to manufacturing. In 
still other cities all interests have been 
sacrificed at the shrine of real estate, re- 
sulting in the creation of a spurious “boom” 
and a heart breaking reaction. 

St. Louis has steered clear of the scylla 
of inflation without. drifting into the 
charybdis of inaction, and the first days 
of the autumn of 1898 find it prospering as 
a natural, legitimate consequence. Few St. 
Louisans realize the magnitude of the 
city’s interests. At the present time the 
average daily output of our factories is 
worth over a million dollars. It is diffi- 
cult to estimate the amount of the daily 
sales of the jobbing houses, but the total 
undoubtedly exceeds a million dollars a 
day. Sales of dry goods and kindred lines 
amount to about $1,000,000 per week; gro- 
ceries to a trifle more; boots and shoes and 
clothing to nearly as much. The lst could 
be continued almost indefinitely, but the 
mere recital of a few calculations is suffi- 
cient to convince the most skeptical that 
the expression ‘“‘Poor Old St. Louis’ Is an 
anachronism, the use of which cannot be 
justified. 

But if St. Louis is great to-day, what 
may fairly be predicted for it next year 
and next decade? Mark Tapley derived 
special satisfaction from being jolly under 
circumstances which were calculated to 
drive an ordinary mortal] to suicide. St. 
Louis has emulated his example by main- 
taining the even tenor of its way during 
five years of conditions which have, in the 
main, varied only from bad to indifferent, 
It has increased the number and capacity 
of its factories, commercial palaces and of- 
fice buildings, While thé pessimist has been 
going through the land bewailing the pres- 
ent and hinting darkly at the future It 
has increased its manufacturing output, 
while the product of the entire country has 
been stationary; it has invaded its com- 
petitors’ territory and increased its sales, 
until its most inveterate enemies and con- 
firmed critics have been compelled to ap- 
plaud what they were so anxious to pre- 
vent. 

Last, but not least, its bank clearings in- 
creased 20 per cent between 188 and 1897, 
during which period of alternate brief pros- 
perity and lengthy uneasiness, the bank 
clearings of New York actually decreased 
about 17 per cent. 

In view of these facts and figures—with 
national peace and prosperity assured— 
with a great territory tributary to us and 
increasing rapidly in Importance and 
wealth—are we not justified in making 
merry and in regarding the carnival of 
the year 1898 as a fitting climax to a grand 
and continuous growth, and a legitimate 
and permanent expansion? .

CITY’S MANUFACTURING 
ADVANTAGES. 


EXPORT TRADE QUADRUPLED., 


Enormous Number of Merchants Vis- 
iting Here This Fal] Shows More 
Plainly Than Anything the 
Growth cf Trade. 


In discussing St. Louis as a manufactur 
ing point there are numerous questions that 
should be considered, but cannot be con- 
s:dered ina newspaper article. 

The fundamental principles of successful 
manufacturing depend largely upon the 
laws of supply and demand. Entering Into 
those laws is the question of being able to 
supply the demand in competition with all 
other points. 

In that particular St. Louis Is most fortu- 
nately located. There is no other city that

has so large a consum'ng poptlation within 
a radius of 500 miles. This condition ts 
made possible by the fact that St. Louis'Is 
the largest of inland cities. 

To reach the trade of contiguous territory 
the means of traneportation must be come 
petitive, and, with a few exceptions, not 
necessary to be mentioned Bere. St. Louls 
has competitive rates to competitive terri- 
tory, both by water and rail. 

Being so near the center of the consuming 
public, it is natural that a large domestic 
trade should be built. That trade 's growmg 
every year, not becauee of any special ef- 
fort upon the part of St. Louls and to eX- 
tend it more than la made by the merchants 
and manufacturers of other cities, but bee 
cause of location and natural conditions. 

St. Louis offers rare inducements for the 
location of manufacturing. The limitation 
of taxation, the I:mitation of bonded indeb- 
tedness, the unlimited area for building, the 
bountiful supply of raw material of all 
charactere, the endless variety of food pro- 
ducta, the exce*ding cheapness of fuel pro- 
ducta, the rare ewitching facilities and rall- 
road transportation, all enter into the 
causes for makithg St. Lou’s a superior point 
for manufacturing. 

The best evidence that such is the case 
is in the growth of the manufacturing In- 
terests of this city for the past 20 years. 
A comparatively new manufacturifg city, 
St. Louls now leads In many lines and is 
gradually encroaching upon the border of 
supremacy in many other lines. 

One feature that emphasizes the success 
of St. Louls as a manufacturing point is 
the solidity of the financial institutions 
here. The bankers of St. Louls are no 
more prudent, no more sagacious, no better 
financiers than the bankers of other citles, 
Yet, during the panic of 183, there was not 
a single bank upon which a run was made, 
nor a single institution that wavered dure 
ing that terrible financial setresa, 

This fact is made more forceft! when the 
other fact Is considered that the manufaec- 
turing and commercial paper of St. Louis 
is the best clase Of paper issued by any 
set of business men. So true ie this that 
in the commercial markets for mercantile

and business paper there is a epecial rating 
Thle ts caused largely 
because of the fact that so few of the BL. 
Louls institutions, manufacturing and 
commercial, fail to meet their paper 6t 
maturity with promptness. 

The granary of the world is tn that ter 
ritory contiguous to St. Louis and to which 
St. Louls sells, The merchants are largely 
in a fairly prosperous condition, the farm- 
ers who have, heretofore, been tn cramped 
financial circumstances are now getting 
out of debt. A large financial syndicate 
held, last year, 99,400.09 on farm loans & 
the territory contiguous to St. Louls. Owt 
of thie $9.000.60 foreclosures amounting to 
oniy $17,000 were made, and tm of that 
$17,000 were in cases where the man Mmak- 
ing the loan died. This may seem an Un- 
important item, but it is a most significant 
one. and on that basis depends our prod 
perity and growth, 
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Land but a Few Years Ago Selling for 
Hundreds Now Worth Millions— 
Opportunity for Investment. 
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Everywhere, and especially in cities, real 
@stute is regarded as the safest investment. 
Particularly is this true tn St. Louis, which 
has suffered from “booms” and panics 
prebably less than any other great muh.ci- 
pality in the United States. The panic of 
18i, which prostrated industry in so many 
portions of the country for 18 monthe, and 
the panic of 1890, wiiich fell] with 6uch crush- 
ing force upon many part, of the civilized 
world, Were rt fe't pt all in this city. In 
fact, except for comp.u.cts from the out- 
Bide, residents of St. Loula would not have 
known wat panics occurred in those years.

Wonderful Development 
Transit in a Few Years. 

St. Louis is pre-eminently at the head of 
all cities in the perfection of its street 
railway system. The lines are more 
vantageously placed, the tracks are 


smoother, the cars are more comfortable 
and the transfer privileges more complete 
than in any great city in the country. 

It is impossible to find a point of the 


city that is not within a few minutes walk 
of a street car line, and it is possible to 
ride from the extreme northern or south- 
ern limits for a single fare. The cross- 
town lines are complete, and as the trans- 
fer privilege prevails on all save one, their 
service igs made doubly valuable. 

There are seven great systems in the field 
in St. Louls. They are the Lindell, the 
Citizens’, the Suburban, the Missouri, the 
Southern Electric, the Jefferson Avenue, 
the People’s and the Union Depot.

In 1886 the Suburban laid the first cable 
and in 1890 the Lindel introduced the elec- 
tric trolley. Electricity made it possible 
for the roads to spread out to unthought-of 
' distances. 
The street railroads have in a measure 
built up the city. A line into a new terri- 
tory has always carried population and 
commerce with it. 
Within the last year a new corporation 
has entered the field, and has secured an 
ordinance to lay nearly 100 miles of track 
in all parts of the city.

Fictitious “Boom” and. 


St. Louis is not a city that has sprung up fn a day, and therefore her founda- 
tions are solid. She has the advantage of having been built from the bottom 
upward instead of from the top downward, as is the case with many another city 
which learned the mistake too late. 

St. Louis never had what is called a boom, therefore she never experienced @ 
collapse. She has happily passed the point where either a boom, so-called, or a 
collapse, are possidle, and her growth now is as natural and sure as the growth 
of a forest oak. 

The past few years have seen remarkable progress. 

In 1886 there was not a cable or electric strect railway in St. Louis, and the 


horse cars ran no farther west than Grand avenue. 
Beyond Vandeventer avenue was the country, as green and free and wide as if 


fhere' was no city within 100 miles. 

First the cable pushed out life- 
this country began to take form and shape. 
the cable, cana tite accomplishments are prodigious. North, south and west, the 
tracks have been run, like the sticks of a great fan, leaving handsome residence 
sections in their trail, until miles of territory that was open prairie or bristling 
forest are now cut into blocks and closely built over. 

From Baden to Carondelet, and from the Levee 
miles long and 6% miles wide—the city has taken complete possession.

And these advantages have been heeded by the 
thousands of handsome and modest homes north, south and west. 

The last -year has seen increased progress in the improvement of streets, as 
the figures, printed elsewhere, will show. St. Louisans have long been awake to 
the advantages of well-paved streets, as adding to the beauty and health of the 
city, and there is promise that in the coming year greater strides will be taken

It was really a great engineering feat, presenting problems and difficulties re- 


quiring the highest degree of skill. The work was carried on through the winter 
months, regardless of frozen earth, snow, mud and water. One effect of the ordi- 
nance requiring the burial of the wires was the attraction to the city of severai 
new electric lighting, heating and power companies and a new telephone com- 
pany, thus gtving to the city the benefits of healthy competition. 

Especially was this beneficial in the case of the telephone field. The coming of 
a formidable rival compelled. the company which haa enjoyed a monopoly to in- 
crease the efficiency of its system many fold and to reduce the price of its service. 

If there is one particular in which St. Louis rivals all other cities it is in the 
possession of beautiful parks—the playgrounds of the people. From Forest Park, 
the greatest, to the smallest patch of green dignified by the name of park, they 
are all beauty spots inthe city. Forest Park has increased in beauty and the splen- 
dor of its natural advantages year by year, until’ now it is one of the most inter- 
esting show places of the city. It is the resort of rich and poor, old and young. 

Of late years, and particularly during the last, the eastern and northern sides of 
the park have been very much beautified by the erection 6f many handsome resi- 
dences in the places that lie contiguous to the great park. Some of these resi- 
dences are not exceeded in beauty of exterior and richness of interior by the houses, 
along Millionaires’ Row, on Fifth avenue, New York, and the abodes of St. Louis’ 
rich men have the added advantage that, while they are in the city, they still may 
be surrounded by beautiful lawns. The price of real estate has not reached that 
point where even the most moderately circumstanced may not have a patch of 
green to rest his eyes. 

Even the home of the city government, so long an ugly brick pile, has become 
singularly attractive by removal to the new City Hall and the surrounding of this 
big building with beautiful lawns. These contain brilliant flower-beds, one of 
which surrounds the bronze statue of Gen. Grant, which until moved to its pres- 
ent location was lost amid the ugly surroundings of Twelfth street. 

Speaking of Twelfth street compels mention of one of the greatest improve- 
ments of many years just completed. This is the paving of Twelfth street from 
Market street to Washington avenue with asphalt. Twelfth street is the widest 
thoroughfare in the business section of the city* and the magnificent stretch of 
smooth asphalt, half a dozen blocks long, forms the beginning of what is expected 
to be eventually a magnificent boulevard, extending for miles through the very 
heart of the city. 

Commercially St. Louis {s ynique. Its merchants and manufacturers conduct 
business on lines that are entirely original. They reach out by every means into 
new territories and compel trade to come here. Organizations of merchants like the 
Interstate Merchants’ Association annually bring thousands of merchants to St. 
Louis at reduced railroad fare, and the effect of this method of attracting buyers 
has been such as to compel other cities to follow our lead. Even New York 
felt the necessity of some such organized method of meeting competition, and 
has recently formed an association modeled after the one in St. Louis. 

St. Louis business men of all lines have long recognized the advantages of or- 
ganization, and there are a score of trade associations, each bending every energy 
toward the subjugation of new territories and the securing of advantageous freight 
rates. 

The magnificent system of street railway transportation has done much to 
spread the city. Distance has been conquered completely, and it 1s possible for 
the man of moderate means now to live 'n a suburban town and do business in 
the city without inconvenience. The atreet railways connect the city with the 
country in all directions. A table, printed elsewhere, shows the tremendous patron. 
age of the street railways, the number of passengers carried annually aggre- 
gating many millions.

tributes more boots and shoeg- than any 
other single city in the world. With the 
assistance of the great factories in its 
suburbs Boston its still slightly in the lead 
both as a distributing and manufacturing 
center but the crowth of the St. Louls boot 
and shoe business is never-tiring, and it 
cannot be many years until the city is 
recognized as the great leather market of 
the world. The shoe trade itn St. Louls in 
1897 was the largest in the history of the 
market, both with the manufacturers and 
jobbers, During the year 993,276 cases of 
ehoes, with an aggregate value of $24 831.9” 
were received by St. Louis merchants, an 
this year the receipts and shipments are 
far above those for the first seven months 
of 1897. The figures are most gratifying. 
showing receipts of 692,364 cases and ship- 
ments of 616,602 cases this yeat, against 
receipts of 504,105 and shipments of 431,194 
cases for the same period last year. In 
1897 the factories of St. Louis turned out 
6,300,000 pairs of shoes valued at $11,025,000. 
These figures are the best in the 
of the city, but they will be exceeded by 
those of the present year. The growth of 
the shoe business in St. Louis seems with- 
out Iimit. It is a remarkable fact that 
6t. Louis shoes go to Australia, Africa, 
Asia, Europe and South America. 


MILLINERS TO THE WORLD. 


Astonishing Growth of the Millinery 
Business in St. Louis. 


The growth of the millinery business in 
St. Louis is “OME of the most gratifying 
chapters in the mercantile history of the 
city. Twelve years ago the great wholesale 
millinery market was located in the East, 
and the volume of businees done In each of 
the cities of New York, Philadelphia and 
Baltimore was much tin excess of that of 
any of the cities of the West. Buyers deal- 
ing extensively in millinery goods went 
from eVery part of the Union to make their 
annual purchases in the East, and at that 
time it was not easily foreseen that the 
great millinery market of the country would 
one day be shifted half way across the 
continent and located at 8t. Louls. 

But such has come to be the triumph of 
Our city. It has been an uphill fight and a 
hard one, but the victory has been worth 
the toil, and the men through whose ener- 
gies St. Louls was enabled to become the 
great millinery market. may have the satis- 
faction of knowing that th‘s year there 
wil, be sold in St. Louis something between 
$5,000,000 and $5,500,000 worth of millinery, 
and that this has been distributed through 
a territory exceeding in its expanse that of 
any other mercantile business in St. Louis, 
with the exceptions of the territories cov- 
ered by the great hardware and wooden- 
‘ware hougees. 

Through the week of the millinery onening 
in St. Louis, late in August, there were in 
the city more than 800 vis ting buyers, and 
to these the local ‘merchants sold goods 
to the value of many hundreds of thou- 
fands of dollars. The terr'tory of the whole- 
gale milliner of St. Louis includes all the 
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the mercantile mainstays of the city. St. 
Loulg ranks among the foremost cities in 
the Union both as a jobbing and manufact. 
uring center. This is a business which has 
grown rapidly within late years, and the 
figures are indicative of a sound and healthy 
trade In 1897 the jobbers of St. Louis sold 
clothing to the value of $2,500,000, and of 
hate, caps and gloves they sold goods to 
the value of $3,500,000, an increase of 20 per 
cent In the former branch of the business 
and 15 per cent In the latter. This substan- 
tial growth in the trade has been accom- 
plished, too, in the face of an unprecedented 


decline in the prices of all woolen and cot- 
ton clothing, which are cheaper now than 
they were ever known. 

Much capital has been invested in the 
manufacture of clothing in the city, and 
St. Louis is now the greatest manufacturing 
city in the world of jeans and jeans cloth- 
ing. Itis estimated in the trade that within 
the last sevew years the manufactories of

The tobacco factories are employing more 
help than they did a year ago, to meet the 
gigantic increase in business.

The First District of Missouri, which,

five-pound package of coffee and refined sugar mixed, 
and bearing the Arbuckle stamp—an ange) surmounted 
by an eagle. Every tenement-house child old enough 
‘9 run errands for the tired mother recognizes the 
Arbuckle Angel coffee at sight. From the earliest 
times the Arbuckle name had been synonymous with 
honest dealing. There was no possibility of a mis- 
take in weight, and the Iittle retail grocer or 
chandler knew that a five-pound package with the 


Arbuckle stamp would weigh exactly five pounds, no 
more and no less. 


It was thus in 1896, and the figures on record show 
that in that year “Angel” coffee had yielded the 
Arbuckles a net profit of $250,000. At that time the 
Arbuckles were supplying an average of 4,000 large 
bags of coffee per diem. 

Most, and {n fact about all, of the sugar mixed with 
the ooffee in these five-pound packages had been 
bought in bulk from the Havemeyers. Neither house 
will give figures bearing on this point, but it can 
safely be estimated that the purchase of the refined 
sugar by the Arbuckles from the American Suear- 
Refining Company did not fall short of 500,600 pounds a 
year. In virtue of a special contract, renewed year 
by year, the Arbuckles received their refined sugar 
on a special reduction percentage. It was at this 
time, however, following the defeat of Claus Spreckeis, 
phat the Havemeyers had reached the sentth of their 
power. Sugar in its raw state was listed at three 
oonts; the refined material was sold at four and. one- 
quarter. The Arbuckles had obtained their supplies 


at the rate of four cents a pound, or a reduction of 
one-quarter of a cent from the regular list price. And 
then, to the general amazement, the price of refined 
sugar rose to four and three-quarter cents a pound; 
and on the morning of Sept. 18, 199%, John Arbuckle, 
looking over his mail, came across a curt notification 
to the effect that thereafter the price of refined sugar 
to Arbuckle Bros. & Co. would be just four and three- 
quarter cents and no less. The letter was signed 
*H. O. Havemeyer.”’ 


This was the first note of the war. In all proba- 
bility it had never occurred to the Sugar Trust that 
any corporation would summond the courage to 
oppose it. Neither Mr. Havemeyer nor Mr. 
Searles ever for a moment doubted that the 
Arbuckles would protest, entreat—and submit. ‘Lhe 
time was yet to come when any one would dare to 
say to Havemeyer—he of the bullneck and obtuse 
forehead: ‘Thou shalt not!"’ 

And Henry O. Havemeyer only realized that he had 
a fight on his hands when he looked up from his desk 


hatred. “‘We don’t go into little retail dealing,” said 
the Havemeyers, with a sneering emphasis on the 
word ‘retail.’ 

“I'll show them that this little retail dealer is able 
to give them a fight for their lives,” said John 
Arbuckle. 

He lost no time in opening the battle. His first shot 
was fired when: he tried to buy the United States 
Sugar Refinery at Camden, N. J. But there the Have- 
meyers had anticipated his move and checkmated 
him. The refinery wad already bought. Arbuckle 
east around him, looked over the ground, secured an 
option on the trade from Rio and obtained 150,000 bags 
of sugar by sailing vessels and began to turn out his 
five-pound bags of sugar and coffee. Yet all Wall 
street knew that unless aid came and came quickly
